San Francisco, May 17.— The exam- 
ination of Abraham Ruef before the 
grand jury was resumed today. Ho 
was further questioned as to the al- 
leged bribery Of Mayor Schmltz and 
the supervisors by the United rail- 
roads, pursuant to his testimony of 
yesterday, that $200,000 was paid by 
that corporation for the purpose of 
electrifying the ' street railway sys- 
tem. Ho refused to forecast the in- 
formation lie will impart. Mr. Mai'/.- 
en, of his counsel, says the mayor will 
appear for trial In Judge Dunne's de- 
partment of the superior court next 
.Monday. 

The understanding is that the car- 
rying out of the sentence to be im- 
posed upon Abraham Ruef, two weeks 
hence, by Judge Dunne, will bo indefi- 
nitely suspended In order that when 
he takes the stand In court against 
"those high up" his testimony shall 
not bo that of a convict. 

Detective Burns is authority for the 
statement that it is the purpose of 
the prosecution to send Ruef eventu- 
ally to San Quentin penitentiary, but 
tho trial of corporation officials who 
have been indicted ,and others who 
have not yet been formally charged, 
Willi it is thought, take so long that 
Ruef's incarceration will bo delayed at 
least a year. No move has been made 
for his admittance to bail. It is said 
that he prefers to remain in tho cus- 
tody of Elisor .r^ggy. 

The Call today says "From this 
timo forward Eugene Schmltz will be 
mayor of Sari Francisco only in name. 
He has relinquished tho reins of gov- 
ernment to a committee of seven, rep- 
resenting tho fivo groat commercial 
organizations of the city. Beginning 
with today- tho city will bo' under tho 
control of men whom the mayor se- 
lected to administer the city's affairs 
on the lines demanded by tho public. 
Tho capitulation of the. mayor is now 
complete.

INTERSTATE COMMISSION 

Two Rulings Relating to Carriage and 
Shipment of Goods 

Washington, May 17. — Two adminis- 
trative rulings aro announced tuuay 
by tho interstate commerce commis- 
sion. In the first the commission 
expresses the opinion that under the 
law as carried on, or a person or a 
corporation operating a railroad or 
other transportation line, cannot as a 
shipper over tho lines of another car- 
rier be given any preference in the 
application of the tariff rates on In- 
terstate shipments. In other words, 
one carrier shipping its fuel, material 
or other supplies over the line of an- 
other carrier, must pay the legal tar- 
iff rates applicable to tho same com- 
modity shipped by an Individual. 

The commission suggest 1 ! that there 
may be some Instances such as the 
movement of needed fuel, in which in 
order to keep trains or boats moving, 
feuch traffic could be given preference 
in movement without creating unjust 
or unwarranted discrimination. 

The second ruling relates to stray 
shipments. "Instances occur," says 
tho commission, "In which through 
error or oversight on the part of some 
agent or employee," a shipment is 
billed to an erroneous destination, or 
is unloaded short of destination, 
carried by. The commission is of 
tile opinion that in bona fide instances 
of this kind carriers will return ship- 
ments to their proper destination, of 
course without assessment or addi- 
tional charges, and may arrange for 
such movements of astray shipments 
on mutually satisfactory terms, post- 
ing and filling a tariff under which it 
will bo done."

I tried to 
get near enough to take the Saxon's 
crew abourd my own ship, but wap 
unablo to do anything becauso of tho 
danger of running my own steamer 
on tho rocks in the storm. The Sax- 
on's men were able to later roach tho 
Island in small boats." ' Tho wrecked 
steamer registered 24S tons and Is 
valued at $110,000. She was built In 
1899. 



Now York, May 17. — Bradstreefs to- 
morrow will say: The cold, late spring 
affects Canadian retail trade, and is 
rellected in the slower wholesale trade 
and collections.

STRIKE AT MONTREAL 
SHOWS LITTLE CHANGE 



Grain Trimmers Join Ranks of 
Those Who Have "Re- . 
signed" 



DEVELOPMENTS AT TRIAL 



Judge Wood Indignant Over Pub- 
lication of Orchard Inter- 
view 



DIFFICULTY IN SECURING JURY 



Roported Presence of Witnesses Who 
Will Corroborate Adams' Story 
of Gxplosives 



Montreal, May 17. — Grain trimmers 
stopped work today, and they were fol- 
lowed by a series of resignations from 
tho men who load and unload craft en- 
gaged In inland navigation. Tills made 
a total of four hundred to add .to the 
idle wharf laborers, and made a com- 
plete total of almost three thousand 
men out of work as a result of the 
longshoremen's demands for increased 
pay. The number of longshoremen who 
originally quit work amounted to 1800. 
Their ranks were afterwards swelled by 
300 teamsters of the Shedden Co., and 
300 freight handlers, and today by 200 
trimmers and 200 men employed along 
tho canal basin and at St. Paul street to 
handle the cargoes of vessels plying be- 
tween Montreal and interior ports. 

The position at ;i o'clock today was 
changed only In so far as the ranks 
of the "rcsignods" had been swella.1 
by tho addition of tho men who re- 
fused to work in grain barges and along 
tho canal basins. There was no move 
from either side towards a settlement, 
tt did not appear that the action of 
the government officials in taking a 
hand In tho matter had borne any fruit. 
It Is true that a commute of men has 
met tho federation, but so far no re- 
sult was apparent. , 

The longshoremen kept clear of tho 
wharf and made absolutely no effort to 
Interfere with tho work being attempted 
in the various sheds. 

Today brought out some signs of a 
more definite fight on the part of the 
shippers. The Allan sheds had a crow 
of forty men. Tills gang was mado 
of Polanders, Russians, Hungarians and 
a few Liverpool lads. It was given out 
that, they had gone to tho sheds In- 
dividually and had asked for work. At 
all events they were there, and aided In 
clearing up tho last loads for the Pro- 
torlan and then swung tho gangways 
Into position for the Sicilian when she 
warped around the pier into tho berth 
vacated by tho Pretorian. These men 
said that they were being paid the re- 
gular rate, twenty-five cents an hour by 
day and thirty cents by night. 



Boise, Idaho, May 17. — District Judgo 
Wood, beforo the Haywood jury was 
brought Into court today, drew atten- 
tion to the interview with Htnrryl 
Orchard published in the morning 
newspapers, which he said undoubted- 
ly was calculated to inlluence tho wit- 
nesses and tho Jury. 

Judge Wood directed the county 
prosecutor to make an Investigation of 
the facts connected with the Orchard 
Interview, and to take such action as' 
ho found to be warranted. 

Judge Wood announced that he had 
seen articles concerning- an interview 
with the state's rnost important wit- 
ness against the defendant. He de- 
clared the publications wore highly 
improper, coining as they did during 
the empanelling of the .1ury. 

"While they appear to the court as 
not precisely In contempt," continued 
Judge AVood,' "they aro nevertheless 
calculated to influence the jury in this 
case. Something must be dono to pre- 
vent a recurrence of this if we ara 
ever to get a jury.'* 

Counsel for defence and prosecution 
in the case, which today began its fifth 
day, much doubt as to the probabil- 
ity of securing a jury for several days. 
The fact that eleven talesmen were 
excused at today's session in the ef- 
fort to fill the one seat vacated by a 
peremptory challenge, and that It took 
two hours and a half to qualify ono 
man for cause alone at the half day 
session yesterday, showed an Increas- 
ing reluctanoo- on the part of tales- . 
men to seVve. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 57 
.talesmen aro yet to.be called from tho 
special venire, summoned by Sheriff 
Hodgson, fear is e/pressed that this 
venire may be exhausted and another 
will have to bo called. 

Additional witnesses are arriving on 
every train. Two witnesses who ar- 
rived yesterday are here in connection 
with the discovery of what Is known 
as the Green tire, or "Pettlhono dope," 
burled -in an old sawmill at Pocatello, 
and in connection with the confession 
which Steve Adams is said to havo 
made. Adams is said to have con- 
fessed that he went to Pocatello to 
blow up a carload of non-union miners. 
In his confession he is alleged to have 
located the place where ho burled tha 
explosive, as the car failed to coma 
through the town, After tho confes- 
sion was mado Adams himself, with a 
party of officers, including tho Gov- 
ernor of Idaho, travelled to Pocatello, 
excavated at the place where the ex- 
plosive was said to havo been burled. 
It was found that a farmer, -who is ono 
of the witnesses hei-e, yesterday testi- 
fied that his children unearthed the 
stuff and that It exploded, seriously 
injuring the children. 

In tho confession Adams told of the 
hotel at Pocatello at which ho regis- 
tered. At first it was feared that this 
could not be verified, but another of 
tho witnesses who came in yesterday 
was the proprietor of the hotel, which 
was destroyed, and who it is said has 
with him the old register showing 
that Adams did register at the hotel 
on the day he named. It has been 
stated that Adams wll.l be called as a 
witness by tho defence, but now it is 
intimated that Adams may testify for 
the state. 

The Interview given by Orchard yes- 
terday to representatives of the Asso? 
elated Press has caused the chargo 
that Orchard was kept in concealment 
and that ho was Insame, or that his 
confession had been forced from him 
under duress or extracted by promises 
to be completely exploded by tho 
statements and appearance of tho man.

A RECORD SEASON 

IS IN PROSPECT 



Passenger Business of Port of 
Montreal Likely to Exceed 
all Former Years 





Montreal, May 17.— Passenger busi- 
ness of the port of Montreal will 
reach record proportions during the 
season which has been ushered In. In 
the big- passenger carrying' otiiecs each 
tell the same story, heavy bookings 
and increase of business. Last sum- 
mer established a high mark for the 
ocean ferry business of Montreal, and 
that is to be exceeded this summer. 
The increase will be both eastward 
and westward, there ' now being u 
trend of travel to Europe by way of 
the lines sailing from Montreal. 

The lines toil stories of ships al- 
ready filled to capacity for ten weeks, 
in some instances tho capacity In sec- 
tiiicl and' ihiru-class passengers has 
been reserved as far ahead as the end 
of July. 

The eastward travel will be bigger 
than ever. The movement from the 
west, which has been growing for ten 
years, reached big figures last sum- 
mer, but even those will be surpassed 
by this season's business. Not only is 
there a movement from Chicago, but 
even far off California will contribute 
iU travel cjucta to Montreal's big pas- 
senger lists. 

' Yes, it will certainly be a record 
season," said George Hannah, pas- 
senger manager of the Allan line, 
when spoken to today. '"There is a 
big list of bookings for the earlier 
part of tho season and the lists show 
tha; capacity has been already reach- 
ed in boats sailing in May and June, 
while tho July sailings oven now 
promise to be unusualy heavy. The 
westward tratlic will be very heavy, 
too and the volume of Inquiries has 
been far larger then usual. Last sea- 
sou the Allan lines carried 98,500 pas- 
sengers. Of this number 17,500 were 
carried oaslwttia, so that the number 
bmigh't t>, Cai.ada was very large.." 

In rli'if offices of tho Dominion lines 
a similar story was told, record busi- 
ness. "It will be a tremendous sea- 
son," was the opinion advanced by R. 
P. Macfarlane, passenger agent of the 
lines. "We are tilled up already on 
many of the vessels coming to Mont- 
real, and our first boat to go east, the 
Ottawa, carried a number of passen- 
gers very fair Indeed for this season 
of the year. The Indications for trav- 
el towards Canada are very bright, in- 
deed, and we will have a busy time. 
There will be a big travel to Europe, 
too, so that altogether the season will 
be of magnitude. The traveling pub- 
lic seems to have appreciated the ad- 
vantage of the St. Lawrence route." 

In the offices of the Canadian Pacl- 
lle Atlantic lines, there was another 
tribute to a record season's business. 
"Travel both ways will be enormous," 
said Mr. Suckling. "The westward 
business will he extraordinary, while 
there Is promise of an unusual move- 
ment to Europe. Innuiv'es have been 
coming here for accommodation from 
numerous points, Indicating there will 
be a strong western travel towards 
Montreal bound for Europe. The in- 
quiries have not been confined to the 
neighborhood of Chicago, but have 
come even from California. Yes, we 
will have an abundance of business 
from and to this port during tho sea-

An olectrlcnl power craze tins struck 
tbo whole of the Frasor River country, 
iud If it continues to Increase according 
to the estimate of C. C. Fisher, pro- 
vincial government agent at Nov/ West- 
minster, who was in tbo city yesterday 
on departmental business, the district 
over which be presides as water com- 
mlsslo.^r. will bo the most remarkable 
in Canada in its use of electricity for 
purposes domestic, agricultural, me- 
chanical and Industrial, The district 
embraces the electoral divisions of 
Chllllwack, rjo.Wdney, Delta, Richmond, 
New Westminster and Vancouver. 

During the last calender year Mr. 
h'ioiier dealt with 107 applications for 
water leases, 91 of which were granted. 
The record and rental fees for these 
grants amounted to $9,000. He has in 
his olllce at the present time 23 notices 
of application, and estimates that the 
revenue for tbo calendar year of 1907 
will be nearly double that of 1906. Even 
at the present rato of granting leases, 
Mr. Fisher believes that it will be a 
few years yet beforo tbo field for the 
water power prospector is exhausted, 

Many of the applications with! which 
tbo commissioner bus bad to deal re- 
cently have behind them gigantic In- 
dustrial schemes, and there Is every in- 
dication of a majority of them ma- 
terializing. 

The proposed extensions throughout 
the district of the British Columbia 
Electric Railway Company will mean 
that in about four years' time tbo en- 
ormous power that It now possesses 
will bo no moro than will be actually 
required for the operation of Its various 
lines. It is reported that this company 
is now looking about for more power, 
and that If it is unablo to secure a 
sufficient supply for protective needs the 
Stave Lako company will havo to be 
dealt with. Next to the- British Col- 
umbia Electric Railway, this company 
hns tbo largest rights ' in the district. 
Mr. Fisher says that work on the 
electric line from New Westminster to 
Chllllwack Is going ahead steadily, and 
that the general prospects for the Fraser 
Klver country are for enormous de- 
velopment within the next few years. 
The price of farm lands is rapidly ris- 
ing, and big deals are continually boing 
made, the purchasers boing principally 
people from the prairie provinces. New 
Westminster city property is also ad- 
vancing in value.

A CONSTITUTIONAL POINT 

The Winnipeg Telegram asserts that 
In withholding his assent from Mr. 
Bowser's Bill relating to Hindu Immi- 
gration. Lieutenant-Governor Duns- 
lnttlr acted as "the cat's-paw" of tho 
federal government. \Ve are not ad- 
vised that His Honor, in withholding 
his assent from this Bill, was govern- 
ed by instructions from Ottawa, and 
tho fact that Mr. McBrlde remains in 
office indicates that whatever may have 
happened, it was, not an act of such a 
character as to lead that gentleman 
to regard the Lieutenant-Governor's 
course as a withdrawal of confidence. 
Until advised to the contrary we are 
liound to assume that the Lieutenant- 
Governor acted upon the advice of the 
constitutional ministers. 

The observations of the Telegram, 
which are made In a spirit of bitter 
partizanshlp and hence are not a very 
valuable contribution to an- interest- 
ing question, bring up a point which 
is worthy of some consideration. It 
is as to the position of a lieutenant- 
governor upon a Bill, which he has 
reason to believe may be disallowed 
by the Governor-General. It is to 
lie observed that in the case in ques- 
tion the Lieutenant-Governor did not 
veto tho Bill. He reserved assent, 
and under tho terms of the B. N. A. 
Act the Bill does not become law un- 
less within a year from its passage 
tho Governor-General shall give his 
assent thereto. If the Lieutenant- 
Governor had given" his assent, the 
Governor-General might have disal- 
lowed tho Act at any time within the 
year. Hence if It is right to assume 
that the Lieutenant-Governor was 
apprised of the opinion of tho federal 
authorities and therefore withheld 
his assent, or if he was advised by his 
ministers that he ought to withhold 
his assent pending tho decision of the 
Governor-General, so that there might 
not arise any difficulty by reason of 
action being taken upon a law, which 
would bo disallowed, the result Is the 
same thing. As we have said,' we do 
not know how the matter came about, 
but wo are certain that it came about 
in a way that was perfectly con- 
stitutional and fully in accord with, 
the views ot the Lieutenant-Gover-j 
nor's advisers. The Telegram speaks 
of the action of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor as an exercise of the right of 
censorship upon his advisers; but this 
Is an erroneous view to take. Tho 
'Bill was not the act of his advisers, 
but a measure introduced into the 
House by a private member, and car- 
ried by a non-party vote. The Tele- 
gram seems to have been badly' mis- 
led by its Vancouver correspondent, 
who told it on May 9th that word had 
been passed along from Ottawa to the 
Lieutenant-Governor to "withhold for 
all time" his assent to the Bill in ques- 
tion. Such intense Ignorance of con- 
stitutional ryoccduro Is inexcusable. 

o 

THE OMINECA 

A report of a rich gold strike in 
Omincca comes from Edmonton: This 
will surprise no one. What is known 
as Oniineca is the region on this side 
of tho Rocky mountains In which the 
head of the Peace river take its 
rise. The Finlay, Ilowing from tho 
northwest, and tho Parsnip, flowing 
from the southeast, unite to form the 
Peace just west of the mountains. On 
the tributaries of the Parsnip, notably 
Manson and Germansen creeks, there 
were good washings some years ago, 
which were worked out as far as they 
could be with the available applian- 
ces. There are known to be large 
Ijodies of auriferous gravel by hydraul- 
ic process, Distance from communica- 
tions, and other causes, which would 
have been overcome but for tho handi- 
cap of distance, have hitherto pre- 
vented t'ne carrying on of operations 
to any extent. On the Finlay river, 
there is a noted deposit of such gravel 
known as Pete Toy's bar, out of which 
a very considerable amount of gold, 
was taken, and upon which mining 
was stopped only because the primi- 
tive means of handling tho gravel 
available at such a point at that time 
rendered work not very profitable. The 
country has been only superficially 
prospected, and those who know it 
best will be tfrr least surprised If the 
Edmonton report proves to ho cor- 
rect. 

One reason why this region Is not 
better known Is that Dlaccr miners 
aro given to "stampedes." They may 
be engaged in what is fairly profitable 
work, when word comes In that a big; 
strike lias been made somewhere else. 
The fact tliat it may be hundreds of 
miles away, and that to get thoro in 
volvos tho sacrifice of what ho has 
already in hand does not carry much 
weight with the pioneer prospector 
and miner. To him faraway gravels 
are always golden, and lie will pick 
up his ou Ult and start to the utter 
mo:*t parts of the earth at a day's 
notice and without any very groat 
amount of evidence that he lias 
chance of llmling anything better than 
What ho is leavJng. Said a pla- 



cer miner, who was in Omincca In the 
old days: "If I had just remained 
where I was and been content with 
what I was getting, I would be a rich 
man now, Instead of having barely 
enough to keep mo without working, 
and the same is true of many I know, 
some of whom are not nearly as well 
off as I am." Then ho went on to tell 
what has just been said about placor 
miners. Ho assured tho Colonist that 
lie was expecting any day to hear that 
some one had "struck it rich" in Omin- 
cca. 

There is undoubtedly mineralized 
rock In place in tho Omincca dis- 
trict. A very fine specimen of galena 
was brought out from there a 
Ifcw years ago. Only casual pros- 
pecting for metallic ores has been 
done. Perhaps it would be nearer the 
truth to say that none had been done 
at all in a systematic way, for what 
was the use in finding rich ore, when 
it was impossible to get machinery to 
tho deposit ? Things will shortly ho 
changed in this respect, and wo look 
for the Oniineca to play a very im- 
portant part in the industrial pro- 
gress of the province. 

RUNNING THE° CONFERENCE 

The Toronto Star says that it is ad- 
mitted in London that Sir "Wilfrid 
Laurier practically "ran the Confer- 
once." This is probably little more 
than a loose way of expressing the fact 
that the Canadian Premier's Influence 
was dominant at that gathering. If i 
this were not true, It ought to lie 
for several reasons. One of them is 
that Sir Wilfrid has had a greater ex- 
perience in connection with the rela- 
tions of tho Colonies to the Empire 
than any one else. The other premiers 
are comparatively speaking new com- 
ers into the field. Sir H. C'aniphell- 
Bannerman and his- colleagues are oven 
greater novices at it than they. More- 
over the views held by Sir "Wilfrid 
happened to be in line with those en- 
tertained by Die British ministry. 
Everything favored him, and to do 
him justice, he seems to have made 
the most of his opportunity. He is the 
man, who comes out of tho Con- 
fenence with the greatest addition to his 
prestige, with General Botha a close se- 
cond. The latter's gain has been chiefly 
upon personal grounds, and because 
his admirable acceptance of the new 
conditions in the Transvaal was such 
as to win him the cordial sympathy 
of every one. If the political triumphs, 
such as they are,-are with tho Canadian 
Premier, the personal eclat attaches 
in a special manner to the Boer gen- 
eral. 

There is yet another reason why Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier should stand in the 
position of dominating the Conference, 
and that is that he stood for nothing 
revolutionary in the policy of the Uni- 
ter Kingdom, and represented what 
must bb regarded as the governing 
principle in the development of the 
British Empire, namely, the policy of 
hastening slowly, to use an expression 
which wo have employed already. The 
Empire was not built up by sudden 
steps, but by a process of slow expan- 
sion and evolution. Tills is the main 
idea in the Imperialism of which ho Is 
the exponent, and it Is that which will 
commend itself to the great majority 
of the British people. Mr. Dealcin re- 
presents a newer colonial sentiment 
than that which prevails in Canada. 
Tho Colonist has pointed this out on 
several occasions, and has been com- 
pelled more than once to defend Itself 
from criticism because it did so. Mr. 
Deakin approaches Imperial questions 
as is natural to a man, who is not 
far removed from residence within 
the United Kingdom. It is the stand- 
point taken by every person, living 
in the colonies, who himself came from 
England or whose father did so. On 
the other hand there Is what may be 
called the Canadian view, which is that 
of people, who have been accustomed 
for generations to associate themselves 
from the distinctively British views of 
such questions. It Is no occasion for 
surprise therefore if the latter have 
prevailed. Therefore when the Tor- 
onto paper claims that Sir Wilfrid "run 
the Conference," it is only expressing 
the gratifying fact that the Colonial 
relation, as understood by the oldest 
of the colonies, has, been accepted by 
the representatives of them all.

the head of the Polly and tho Mac- 
millan, which in their turn How into 
the Yukon. In all this great distance, 
which is fully fifteen hundred miles, 
thero is not more than fifty miles of 
land to bo traversed in all In order 
to pass from one waterway to the 
other. This is the greatest of all the 
structural valleys on tho American 
continent. It seems dotlned to 
play a great part in the history of 
Canada. 

The elevation of this valley above 
tho sea is in no place very great. 
Therefore where there is good soil, it 
Is adapted to agriculture. Much good 
soil is known to exist. Gold has been 
found throughout Its entire length. In 
Southeast Kootenay very rich pincers 
were at one time worked. In tho Yol- 
lovv Head pass there are said to be 
rich gravels and gold-bearing quart/, 
leads to which even now parties from 
Edmonton arc on their way. The 
allegod Oniineca strike has already 
been mentioned. What little prospect- 
ing has been done on the headwaters 
of the Hard shows 'that gold' bearing 
gravels are to be found there. There 
is coal at various points throughout 
tho whole valley. Other minerals have 
been found in very many places. In 
short one may say that throughout 
this whole fifteen hundred miles, there 
Is no area of any considerable size, 
which with the Information now avail- 
able, can be said to be valueless, and 
that there is very much from which 
we have every reason to expect great 
results. 

This may be classed as one of the 
later discoveries In regard to the res- 
ources of the Pacific Slope. It Is what 
might have been expected from the 
geology of the country. 

Thero are fears of big floods in tho 
mountains. It will be a wonderful 
thing if there are 'none, for the snow- 
fall of last winter was exceptional.

A GREAT VALLEY 

A great structural valley extends 
from north to southeast this side of 
the Rocky mountains. The reported 
discovery of rich placer gold In Oniin- 
eca, elsewhere referred to, and the 
construction of the Kootenay Central, 
mentioned in yesterday's Colonist, are 
calculated to direct attention to this 
valley. If you take a map of British 
Columbia and look at the southeast 
corner, you will see the Kootenay riv- 
er flowing southward, following the 
Kootenay to its head and crossing a 
short divide, you will come to the 
source of the Columbia. Following 
tho Columbia down stream, you will 
come to the Great Bond, and just at 
that point the Canoe river flows Into 
it from the northwest. Ascending the 
Canoe to Its head, and crossing a short 
divide, you come to the head waters 
of the Eraser, where the river emer- 
ges from the Yellow Head 'pass. Going 
down the Eraser, you come to Mo Great 
Bend of that river, and here is the 
Giscomo Portage, and If you cross this 
you will find yourself at tho head of 
what is called Crooked river. This 
will take you down to Lake McLeod 
in which the Parsnip ins its source'. 
Going down the Parsnip, you coino to 
its junction with the Finlay. Follow- 
ing this to Its source, a short portage 
takes you Into tho Pacheka river, 
Which flows northwesterly until it 
joins the Liard, one of the great trib- 
utaries of the. Mackenzie, Going up 
tho Llard from I lie moutl) of the Pa- 
cheka, you will Unci yourself closo to

British Columbia Salmon 
British Columbia's fishery commission- 
er! 'Mr. John P. Habeoel;, has Issued a 
report on the condition of the salmon 
and other fisheries of that province 
Which should convince British Columb- 
ians of the wisdom of doing everything 
in their power to preserve one "f their 
Breat natural resources'. 'for the lant 
five venrs, including six spawning sea- 
sons, Mr. Habeoel; has studied conditions 
on the rraxcr river, and has noticed, an 
have other experts, a constant dimi- 
nution in the runs ct salmon. Many 
causes have been assigned, hut In Mr. 
Rabeock s opinion no other explanation 
Is necessary than that of excessive tisii- 
Ing, Approximately ninety per cent, 
of the salmon captured annuallj In the 
Frniser river district are taken In the salt 
water approaches to the river and its 
lower channels. The remainder are taken 
in tho upper fishing limits of the river 
channel daring 21 to 36 hours Immediate- 
ly following the weekly close period of 
30 hours.

As conditions are 
they cannot do so. for the Bilh are pre- 
vented from reaching the upper levels, 
the source of supply being confined to the 
period folowlng the 36-hour weekly close 
season.

Courts Compared, 

District Attorney Terome in a survey 
of the Thaw trial and the comments' of 
the Kiwlisli press on It, remarks that 
judges In Croat Britain are paid *fl0,0<)O 
a rear, about siv times as much as the 
judges of the Suprnie Court of tJir- 
Unltcd Stales are paid. 'Moreover, he 
snys, British judgre, are se\e"tcd for tho 
Bench because of their eminence as Jur- 
ists. In the United States on the other 
hand the miwt eminent Jurists are not 
Selected as Judges. Other matters thi-n 
nualllicatlon are considered in their non- 
uiatloii by political leaders who ihjftjte 
purposes to serve, favors to repay and 
deals to carry out. In Great Britain, 
too, the court Is the judge not only of 
the law but of the faet and Instructs 
tho jury not only as to the law but 
as to the value of the individual testl- 
monv. It is thcrfore easy for a judge 
In ISn'ijlttild to establish limitations ins 
to evidence and thus save time In the 
trial of nn action. A Jury may returns 
to accept the direction of the judge ns to 
fuels and mny brlns in a verdict con- 
trury to the suggestion of the court, but 
in practically all eases the directions of 
the court, are accepted without question. 
Then; too, In the United Slates there In 
the rlghl nf appeal which Is the basis 
of the law's delay, ho severely crlticzcd 
by tin' students 'or the American Judi- 
ciary system.

MAY BUY MERGER 



Goldfield, Nov., May 17.— A persist- 
ant rumor has been afloat here dur- 
ing tho past week that an exception- 
ally strong combination of European 
capital Is endeavoring to secure con- 
trol o£ the Goldfield Consolidated 
properties. It is said that a syndi 
cats headed by the house of Roths 
child is at present negotiating with 
Senator Nixon and George S. Wing- 
field for their controlling interest in 
tho "Merger." Tho officials of the 
corporation here say nothing regard- 
ing tho rumored deal, but -several well 
informed men insist that the talk is 
well founded. 

The holding company, known as the 
Goldfield Consolidated Mining com- 
pany; as Is well known, have control 
of all the present Important shippers 
in this district. Besides these prop- 
erties Nixon and Wlngfleld have 
many other outside propositions, the 
development of which is arrested tem- 
porarily. The advent of outside capi- 
tal sufficient to purchase control of 
tho Merger would mean the immedi- 
ate development of these properties 
and would give an added Impetus to 
mining throughout tho whole state. 



Princess May Brings Details of 
How W. P. Grainger and Gil- 
bert Joyce Were Killed 

Further advices regarding the acci- 
dent at the Copper King mine, near 
Whitehorse, Y. T., whereby William P. 
Grainger and Gilbert Joyce, both well 
known here, lost their lives, were re- 
ceived by tho C. P. R. steamer Prin- 
cess May, • which returned yesterday 
from the north. The men were killed 
by black damp in the southwesterly 
shaft of the Copper King mine, about 
four miles from Whitehorse. The. 
circumstances, as related by the 
Whitehorse Star, were as follows: 

For some days previous to yesterday 
a Eire had been In the shaft in winch 
no work had been done for several 
years, for the purpose of thawing out 
a thick coating of ico which encased 
its sides for the purpose of putting 
it in condition for inspection by Min- 
ing Expert W. H. Wiley, who is here 
for the Pennsylvania syndicate which 
lately bonded the property at a good 
price, a fair cash payment having al- 
readv been made to Mr. Grainger. At 
between 11.30 and 12 o'clock on May 
9 Grainger and Joyce left tho mess- 
house for the purpose of Investigating 
tho results of tho fire which had been 
kept tyolng In the shaft for a few days 
previous. As they did not return to 
the messhouso for dinner Foreman M. 
II. Gilliam, on finishing his dinner, 
and the I went to the shaft to see what was the 
matter, and after calling down the 
shaft, which was about 50 feet deep, 
and receiving no answer, he started 
down the ladder. Ho had not gone 
but a few feet when ho scented the 
deadly fumes. Ho immediately re- 
traced his steps and gave the alarm. 
One of the men was hurriedly sent 
for a doctor and others at the camp 
to the number of a dozen or fifteen, 
went to work at pumping the gas from 
tho shaft. It was 2 o'clock before 
the shaft could bo entered. Tho body 
of Joyce was found lying in the bot- 
tom of tho shaft, while that of 
Grainger was near tho foot of the lad- 
dor, to which he was clinging with a 
death grip. 

Bv means of ropes and> willing 
hands the bodies were quickly hoisted 
to the surface. By this time Dr. Pare 
was on the ground but 45 minutes of 
most strenuous work and appliance of 
the remedies known to medical skill 
and science failed to revive the inani- 
mate bodies. 

In the meantime the news of the 
accident had reached town and it was 
a sad and mournful crowd that met 
the wagon which arrived with the 
bodies at 1.30 o'clock. They were 
taken to their respective homes, where 
tho cause of death was officially in- 
vestigated to Dr. Pare, Royal N. W. 
M. P. Tho body of each man was 
found to be bruised In several places 
and two of. Grainger's ribs were 
broken, indicating that the gas over- 
came them while on the ladder, caus- 
ing them to fall and striking on tho 
bottom is supposed to have suffici- 
ently aroused Grainger to enable him' 
to attempt to start back up the ladder 
before being finally overcome. 

Gilbert Joyce, the younger of the 
unfortunate men, leaves a wife- and 
beautiful baby girl, tho latter being 
six months old. Mrs. Joyce had just 
had their baby photographed at Ha- 
rha.ch.ers gallery and came out on the 
street when she was Informed of the 
heartrending news that made her a 
widow and her baby an orphan. Mr. 
Joyce had just completed paying for 
his cozy little home in the western 
part of the town. He went to work 
at tho Copper King only four days 
previous to his death. Ho was from 
Newfoundland, to which place he re- 
turned about 20 months ago, return- 
ing with his bride, now his Widow. A 
brother of deceased is here and Is 
employed at the Whitehorse shipyards. 
He was 30 years of ago. 

William P. Grainger was horn In 
Kentucky from 4(i to 50 years' ago. In

INDUSTRY FOR NANAIMO 

Possibility of Whaling Company Es-. 
tabhshing a Barrel Factory 

Construction work on the third 
whaling station of the Pacific Whal- 
ing company will bo commenced 
about two weeks from date, says the 
Nanaimo Free Press. The latest de- 
pot to be established will be placed 
on Texada Island, am: the steamers 
Orion and Saint Lawrence will be 
operated from there during the win- 
ter months. A site has ben selected 
on the Gulf islands and plans prepar- 
ed for the construction of a station 
there. It will practically be a replica 
of the depot at Sechart, from which 
tho whaling steamers are being oper- 
ated with such success at present. 

This is an Important announcement 
to this city, as with the building of 
a third station by this progressive 
company it is generally understood 
that a factory for the manufacture of 
barrels will be built on this side of 
the Island. From information received 
some time ago it is believed that it 
was the original Intention of the offi- 
cers of the company to build very 
close to Nanaimo. Since then tnere 
has been no announcement of nny 
changes in their plans and it Is quite 
possible that some move will be made 
in the matter at an early date. 

The Pacillc Whaling company use 
an enormous amount of barrels in 
their business, which arc at present 
all imported. They are brought from 
London, Ont., and cost the whaling 
company $2 each. A large shipment 
Is now on tho way west from the On- 
tario cooperage. Tho barrels arc all 
hardwood. 



Winnipeg, May 17.— Bishop of a dio- 
cese covering an area of 350,000 square 
miles, friend alike to trader, Indian, 
or Eskimo, ready to ' travel 5:000 
miles to visit a sick halfbreed, or .per- 
form a marriage ceremony, such E 
man is Bishop Lofthouse of Keewatin 
who made a Hying visit to Winnipeg 
to hear Canon Cody address the uni- 
versity Htuden'ts. 

Tall . and slira, Bishop Lofthous 
does not look capable 6f covering 1,700 
miles on andwejabqes In, tho space of 
ten months, dragging his guides can- 
oes over the ice, loaded with provis- 
ions for half a year, but withal lie 
strikes one as having come from the 
northland, 

For eighteen years ' he dwelt 
Churchill, away up on the barren, 
western shores of Hudson Bay, almost 
within the Arctic circle, teaching the 
Eskimo and Indian to know the word 
of God. 

Away out of touch of civilization, 
with only the necessaries of .life, 
scarcely seeing a. strange face from 
0110 year's end to the other, Bishop 
Iiofthottee lived the long, weary years 
in this great land of silence. ' 

Of the northland, his ' knowledge is 
astounding. He can tell you that . the 
Hurphlah ro'ck ; formation extends 
away north of Churchill, that copper 
iu great quantities is to be found 011 
tho many, islands Of the great inland 
^ea. ..... 

He lias- traveled the route upon 
which Krnest - Thompson Seton, the 
famous portrayer of animal life, Is 
just starting out upon, across the 
Great Slave lake. Besides having 
charge of the missions up in 'the 
northland, the bishop has just latelv 
taken charge of the Rainy River dis- 
trict, and he leaves Winnipeg for 
Keiiora, where lie will await the open- 
ing of the Lake-of-the-Wooda to 
reach the mouth of the Rainy river. 

Last summer he was enjoying a 
quiet rest at Kenora when he received 
word that his curate at Churchill was 
ready for ordination as a minister, and 
also to be married. The bride-elect 
had traveled from England, and even 
when the bishop received the letter 
from the north was on her way across 
the lakes and rivers to Chesterfield 
inlet, the point at which travelers 
emerge upon tho waters of Hudson 
Bay on their way to Churchill. 

Without hesitation Bishop Lofthouse 
set out on this two thousand miles 
journey to his old homo in tho Arctic 
line, and he performed the nuptials. 

"Tho silence of the great country 
was,' said the bishop, "effectively ex- 
pressed in that beautiful Arab ex- 
pression: 'No one but God and I 
know what is in my heart.' 

"Instead of the intense sllenco being 
oppressive, it seems to exercise an- in- 
fluence over a man, and when he 
leaves and returns to civilization, he 



contracts the inheritance of the wan- 
derer, and is not at peace until he is 
back again roaming over the lands of 
the north.' 

Of the Indians, Bishop Lofthouse 
has a very high opinion. In the six 
missions of which he has charge ser- 
vice Is always attended by the entire 
population, except the sick or Inlirra, 
or the men away out hunting in the 
wilds. 

"At Trout Lake mission," said tho 
bishop, "there is a population of six 
hundred souls: traders, Indians, and 
Eskimos; and they are all Christians. 
When I went on my rounds last year, 
stalling from Churchill, I stayed hero 
a considerable -time,- and held service 
every evening. There was not a night 
passed "but that over 400 attended; and 
nearly 2U0 communicants.' 

Speaking of the struggle that often 
goes on for existence in the winter at 
Churchill, lie remarked that the scar- 
city of wood at tliis. point is becoming 
a grave question; : ; - 

"It Is often " necessary," he said, "to 
make a Journey inland of close upon 
lifty miles into lhV;.jintqrl6r before one 
finds • a ' tree or-..«v'on';a small under- 
growth: if a 'man 'neglects to get sup- 
plies from Moose Factory, which, by 
the way, is nearly three hundred miles 
to the south, he suffers for it." 

That copper is to be , had in largo 
quantities.'- in the land to ■ the north, 
iti Bishop Lofthouse is assured. He has 
seen it himself, and the EsklMOd often 
bring large pieces down With them 
which they say they lind on the shores 
of the bay. Tho bishop expressed the 
opinion that this had been carried 
clown, by the Ice from the north, where 
he believes it is to be had in large 
quantities. 

To give an idea of the location of 
Churchill, one must imagine It bound- 
ed on the north by the Barren Lands, 
which are often called the "bad 
lands." They extend to the north and 
west for five hundred miles, and are 
nothing but solid rock, earth , and 
growth of any kind is absent. On the 
south Is tho treacherous swamps 
tended way out Into the bay, and 
far down south as Moose Factory. On 
the east are the wide, deep waters 
tho bay, while to the west the Bar- 
ren Landr a:e again encountered.

Glut of Poor Logs 

It Is reported from Vancouver that 
tho log market is suffering from a 
glut of logs of poor quality and a num- 
ber of booms of this class are offered 
to the mills without success. Good 
logs command u good price, and, ac- 
cording to the statements of mill men, 
are in demand. The cut of logs on tho 
British Columbia coast in April was 
211,250,000 feet. This Is within 2,000- 
000 feet of the record, but on tho 
whole the logs were not of such a IurIi 
grade as usual. The question of the 
proper grading of cedar lumber has 
not vet been settled. The mill men 
and the loggers' association still have 
decided differences of opinion on this 
subject.

BRITISH PERIODICALS 

Regulations Just Issued by General 
Post Offico in London 

Ottawa, May 17. — There has been 
received in Ottawa a copy of the new 
regulations issued by the general post 
ofllce In London, under which the post- 
age rate on British newspapers, mag- 
azines and trade, journals intended, for 
despatch to Canada, by direct Canadian 
packet will be reduced to Id. per pound 
but packets not exceeding 2 ounces in 
weight will be transmissible as here- 
tofore for >,id. 

U) Packets intended for transmis- 
sion to Canada at the Canadian maga- 
zine rate must be posted in covers 
open at both ends and easily remov- 
able for the purpose of examination. 

(2) Such packets must contain noth- 
ing but newspapers, magazines and 
trade journals registered for the pur- 
pose. 

(3) Packets containing articles not 
admissible at the special rate will be 
sent forward charged with double the 
deficient postage at the rale for 
printed papers or letters as tho case 
may be. 

(4) Neither tho cover nor tho con- 
tents of any such packet may bear 
anything except: 

(a) Tho names, addresses and de- 
scriptions of tho sender and the ad- 
dresses, witli index or reference num- 
bors and letters. 

(b) The words "with compliments." 

(e) Tho title of the newspaper, ma- 
gazine or trade journal, and a refer- 
ence to its registration for transmis- 
sion by post.' 

(d) A reference to any place in tho 
newspaper, magazine or trade journal 
to which tho attention of the ad- 
dressee Is directed. 

(e) A request for roturn In case, of 
11011 -delivery. 

(5) Packets posted unpaid will not 
be sent forward. If posted insulil- 
ciently prepaid, they will be sent for- 
ward charged with double tho defi- 
ciency. 

(6) No packet Intended for trans- 
mission at the Canadian magazine 
rate of postage must weigh above 5 
lbs., nor exceed two feet in length or 
one foot In width or depth. 

Tho conditions of registration are 
as follows: 

1 (1) All newspapers registered for 
transmission In the United Kingdom 
ut tho newspaper rate of postage shall 
bo deemed to be also registered for 
transmission to Canada .at the Cana- 
dian magazine rate or postage, provid- 
ed: 



DIED OF MENINGITIS. 

First Case of the Kind Reported From

when little Frances Tompkins, tho 7- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

The death of the little sufferer was 
extremely sudden. She was attending 
class at the Central school on Tues 
day afternoon when tho first symptoms 
were noticed. She then complained of 
not feeling well, and was allowed 
go home. No serious trouble was ; 
tlolpated at tho time, but on her way 
homo she lost consciousness and fell 
on her face on the sidewalk, where 
she remained until picked up by some 
one who knew her. She was carried 
home and a doctor called, when the 
real nature of the disease became ap 
parent. 

Word was at once sent to the school 
and the class was dismissed, the room 
'being thoroughly fumigated. Mean 
while all that medical skill could do 
vise was done for the suffering child 
but all efforts proved unavailing, and 
she passed away yesterday morning.

Yukon Season Opening

Last year tho first 
steamer to drop down to Dawson from 
Whltehorse sailed from the latter 
port on June. 11. Owing, however, to 
tho fact that the water in the river Is 
much higher at this season than was 
tho case last year at this time, old 
stenmboatmen declare they expect to 
see an earlier opening. 



New G. T. P. Route 

Word has come from the north to 
the effect-that engineers of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific arc surveying an entire- 
ly new line across the central part ot 
British Columbia. Several parties are 
out, and it is expected that if a route 
is obtained over eighty miles of 
tracking will be saved and a fine 
country tupped. The new survey pro- 
poses to carry the main line a hundred 
miles to the south of the village of 
Hazelton. It runs from the Telquah 
river westward through the Copper 
Hiver valley, and will meet and cross 
the Skeena river at Kltsalas canyon. 
Below tills point tho river widens out 
and a bridge would be Impracticable. 
From there, the railway could come 
down the north bank of the river. On 
previous surveys It has been proposed 
to cross the river at Hazelton. The 
Copper River district is very rich in 
minerals, and the proposed tapping of 
thut section by a railway is a very 
popular move among ' tho northern 
people.

This will not likely he until fall when 
summer work in other parts of the 
country is completed and then a full 
force will be put to work on the Isl- 
and. The work on the Millstream arch- 
way should start soon, just as soon as 
the gang of men now working at Chc- 
malnus and other points along the E. 
& N. arc through there." 

Temperance Workers Coming. 

Mr. and Mrs. Asa Gordon, well- 
known temperance workers will short- 
ly arrive in British Columbia; 

Mr. Gordon practised law In Otta- 
wa and Hull, Que., for many years, but 
has given it up to devote himself to 
evangelistic work. In company with 
Mrs. Gordon, ho will make an exten- 
sive tour of Canada and the western 
states. They have received Invitations 
to speak In Brandon, Portage la Prairie 
Mlnriedosa and several other towns in 
Manitoba. Mr. and Mrs. Gordon intend 
speaking in all tho cities of British Co- 
lumbia. 

Honeymoon Here. 

At Vancouver on Saturday a verv 
pretty wedding occurred at St. James' 
Church, when Rev. Mr. Surhmerscales 
united in the holy bonds of matrimony 
Miss Christina Murray, of Vancouver, 
to Mr. Charles Bell, of Runcorn, Ches- 
shlre, England. Tho bride was given 
away by her brother, George Murray, 
of 572 Burrard street. The grooms- 
man was Mr. John McPherson. After 
tho ceremony, a reception was held at 
the home of Mrs. Dixon, the bride's 
cousin. The happy couple left for 
Victoria, where the honeymoon Is be- 
ing spent. They will reside in Port- 
land, Oregon. 

Cattlo From Nicola. 

An indication of the value of tho 
territory tapped by the Spcnces 
Brtdgo-Ntcola branch of the C. P. R. 
from the point of view of railway 
traffic is carried In tho statement 
of James Pooley, a cattleraiser of tho 
Nicola, that no less than two hundred 
thousand dollars' worth of live stock 
will bo shipped over the line to tho 
Coast cities before. January I, I'.IOS. 
Mr Pooley has the distinction of be- 
ing the shipper of the first car ot 
live stock over sent out from Nicola 
over the new line. Now that rail- 
way facilities are possessed by the 
Nicola district and tributary terri- 
tory cattle raisers there expect to 
do a largo share of tho fresh beef 
business of the Yukon, where hun- 
dreds of head of live stock arc ship- 
ped annually. 

How to Attract Immigrants. 

In a communication just received, 
John McLennan, Canadian government 
agont at Aberdeen, sets forth his views 
as to why so few British emigrants 
reached the extreme west of Canada. 
One of tho principal reasons wai 
the expense, but there were various 
agencies at work to attract emigrants 
to other sections of tho country. On- 
tario and the Maritime Provinces had 
a very efficient staff employed in tho 
Old Country, offering Inducements to 
settlers who would cast In their lot 
with them. Besides this, Mr. McLen- 
nan said, people reaching Canada arc 
mot by representatives of the Mami- 
racturers' association and other em- 
ployment agents, who offer the new- 
comers employment which keeps them 
in the East.. The government agent 
suggested that the Tourist Association 
send copies of tho daily papers to the 
various government agents In tho 
United Kingdom, with a request that 
they bo put on their files so that tho 
public may have access to them. In 
this way, Mr, McLennan thinks, inter- 
est in British Columbia would bo 
aroused which would result In many 
people coming to British Columbia 
who would otherwise never reach hoie. 



Gore & McGregor, civil engineers, 
are at present engaged on the work 
of making a plan of the Upland farm, 
which Is being subdivided by Andrew 
Wright, of this city, and Oldfield, 
Gardiner and Klrby, of Winnipeg. This 
plan is in the shape of a topographi- 
cal map of tho property, showing all 
the elevations, depressions, etc., to- 
gether with tho location of all trees, 
etc. As soon as this has been com- 
pleted, which will be In the near fu- 
ture, the plan will be submitted to a 
landscape gardener, after which Gore 
& McGregor will subdivide the prop- 
ertv according to his instructions, the 
object being to take advantage of the 
natural beauty of the place to make 
of it a residential district second to 
none in Canada. 

At present Gore & McGregor have 
several gangs at work subdividing the 
old Hudson's Bay company farm at 
Esquimau, which Is shortly to be 
placed on the market. This work 
will take at least another couple of 
weeks to complete.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE 

COTTON ET AL V. THE CORPORA- 
TION OF THE CITY OF VAN- 
COUVER 

Before Irving, J. J. Section 218 of 
the Vancouver Incorporation Act, 1900, 
provides in part that every public 
stroet In the city shall be vested in tlve 
city (subject to any right in tho soil 
which tho Individuals who have laid 
out such roads, street, bridge or high- 
way may have reserved). In an action 
for an injunction to restrain the cor- 
poration from digging and blasting 
for the making of a drain on a street 
within tho corporate limits, plaintiffs 
submitted that the construction of the 
word "vest" as us<ed In section 218, 
did not authorize the corporation to dig 
to an excessive depth. 

Held, adopting the ruling in Roche 
v. Ryan, (1S91), 22. Ont., 107, that the 
word "vest" was not a vesting of the 
surface merely, but Is wide enough to 
include tlwa freehold as well, but held 
on 'the evidence, that it had not been 
shown by the plaintiffs that substan- 
tial or Irreparable injury would be 
sustained by them through the con 
struction of the drain.

MARBLE BAY MINERS. 

Will Be Proceeded Against Uni 
Provisions of New Act. 

The management of the Marble 
Bay mines on Texada Island has de- 
cided to invoke the powers of tho In- 
dustrial Disputes Investigation Act, 
by bringing action against tho men 
who left their employment on March 
25th. The Act makes employees liable 
to a penalty when they go out on 
strike on account of any dispute, 
prior to a reference of a board of In- 
vestigation or conciliation. Fifty white, 
men were employed at the mines at the 
time of tho close of work, and should 
It be proved that they wont on strike 
each employee is liable to a line of not 
less than $10 or more than $50 for each 
day out on strike. At this rate each 
man would be liable to a minimum fine 
of $150. 

The men will probably claim that 
they did not strike, "out simply went 
out on their own Initiative as individ- 
uals, or they may claim that they wore 
locked out because at the time of the 
dispute Mr. Grant the manager of tho 
mines, says he received orders to close 
down, because the Tacoma smelter, 
which was at that time also tied up by 
a strike, could not handle the. ore. As 
the witnesses are all on Texada Island, 
tho case will probably bo tried at Van 
\nda or Marble Bay, by Stipendiary 
Magistrate Alexander, of Vancouver.

Manufacture of Clothing Employs 
a Large Number of 

-.Workers, i 



Tho industrial population of British 
Columbia is rapidly Increasing, and 
this increase is taking place, not only 
in the centers of industry but also in 
parts of tho provnee that wore not so 
long ago considered remote. • 
• An index to this growth is to bo 
found in tho shipments being mado 
by the wholesale merchants of Vic- 
toria to various parts of the province. 
Tho quality and tho quantity of gooi!s 
being sent out testify to, a brisk de- 
mand for such articles as are Vequlr- 
ed in new countries where develop- 
ment work is active and where econ- 
omy in tho necessities, of life is not 
much of a consideraton. 

It is in the manufacturing Industry 
operated by tho firm of Turner, Bee- 
ton & Co., on Wharf street, where the 
most comprehensive idea of how tho 
forces of tho "man in tho overalls" 
are being augmented, Is to bo obtain- 
ed. The factory is an adjunct to tho 
wholesale dry goods business of this 
firm and turns out tho various arti- 
cles of wearing apparel such as aro 
over In demand among the men whose 
brawn and musclo aro [contributing 
to progress. Tho principal goods 
manufactured are: Shirts, overalls, 
Denim, tweed and cotltona.de pants, 
jumpers, blouses, engineers) 1 jackets, 
gingham jackets, Mission flannel un- 
derwear, carpenters' aprons, painters' 
and plasterers' overalls, Mackinaw 
coats, Mackinaw pants, tarpaulins, 
dunnage bags, tents, horde blankets, 
etc. etc. 

This industry was established . in 
1802 and outside of the Chinese firms 
which were engaged In the making of 
somo of tho articles mentioned, was 
the only one of Its kind in British 
Columbia. Tho main supply of ■these 
goods at that time camo from San 
Francisco, and as there seemed to bo 
a prospect for an ever Increasing de- 
mand for them in this growing pro- 
vince Turner, Beoton '& Co., planned 
to enter tho business with tho deter- 
mination of taking tho market away 
from the Americans and eventually 
shutting, tho Chinese out of competi- 
tion. Thomas "Walker who was a 
practical man with a wido experience 
and- up-to-date knowledge of tho 
work was engaged to manage the 
factory, and under his supervision the 
most modern machinery to be secur- 
ed was Installed. 

The industry has grown steadily 
and rapidly till now with a staff 
close on to a hundred employees tho 
firm practically controls tho British 
Columbia market for such articles as 
it manufactures. 

Tho goods arc known as the- "Big 
Horn Brand" and are all stamped 
with the union label. Most of the 
working start is composed of girls 
who operate the' machines with the 
aid of electrical power. These girls 
work an average of eight hours per 
day and arc paid by the amount of 
work they do. Some of tho more ox- 
pert male a In the neighborhood of two 
dollars per day. Tho economy in 
manufacture which has enabled the 
firm to practically shut the Chinese 
out of tho business is duo to the 
modern labor saving machinery in 
use. . . 

Tho increased demand for. the pro- 
ducts of. the factory necessitates con- 
tinual additions to tho equipment and 
to tho working staff. "Wo are right 
up to our eyes in work," said Mr 
Walker yesterday to a reporter for 
tho Colonist who inspected the Indus- 
try, "anfl have lately made room for 
a larger staff. Wo would have twenty 
or thirty more girls employed at the 
present time If wo could only secure 
them, but girls like men are hard for 
the employer of labor to find." 

In tho manufacture of overalls nnd 
pants alone the firm Is at present us- 
ing an average of a car load of 
denim and duck every six weeks and 
these goods are turned out and mar- 
keted so readily that the returns nro 
generally made to the firm before the 
money is duo the mill owner*. 

According to Mr. Walker tho firm 
of Turner, Bceton & Co., manufac- 
ture their goods on such a close mar- 
gin that they aro able to defy all 
competitors In their line, and the 
only reason that others arc able to 
find any sale nt all is because the 
present equipment of tho local factory 
Is not equal to the total demand of 
tho province. Tho Industry, as large 
and important as it Is ;it present, 1s 
only in Its Infancy in Victoria, and 
with the assured growth of British 
Columba will, bet'oro very long, have 
to have Its capacity doubled . 

R ETURNED To" CANADA. 

Passengers On Princess Beatrice Sent 
From Seattle to Victoria. 

Thomas Craig, Archie Leleh and 
Harry Caldwell, throe passengers on 
the steamship Princess Beatrice, were 
refused admission to this port yes- 
terday by Immigration Inspector 
Parker Kills, says tho Seattle Times 
of Thursday. The men are Scotch 
boilermakers, and had recently arriv- 
ed at Victoria, where they intended 
working for the Victoria Iron Works. 

Tho men allege that labor condi- 
tions were misrepresented to them, 
and they then decided to return to 
Scotland via the United States, tak- 
ing the same routo as that traversed 
In reaching Victoria. They were hill- 
ed in transit from New York to Vic- 
toria, nnd were permitted to ■ ■•<<■■>■ the 
United Stales under such conditions. 

In returning over the snme route 
the men failed, to pay the head tax to 
tho American immigration official at 
Victoria, nnd as a result were not 
given entry papers to the United 
States. When the trio reached Seattle 
they were met by Ellis, who ordered 
their return to Victoria. Matters will 
be adjusted nt that port, and the men 
will bo permitted to resume their 
journey.

NOT. SO SLOW!

E. W. Bloomfleld, who returned a 
short time ago from a trip to Cali- 
fornia, writes tho following letter to 
tho Tourist Association of Vancou- 
ver:- ; " 

WilB. Flumerfelt, Secretary, Vancou- 
ver Tourist Association, .lytd. 

Dear Sir, — Having just returned 
from a three months' trip through 
California, I wish to bring to your 
attention a few of my observations 
ro tho (tourist trade while in the 
South. Los Angeles practically lives 
and thrives on £ho tourist, as does 
Long Beach, Santa Monica, Ocean 
Park, Venice and a score of other ad- 
jacent towns and cities.

Whllo in tho South I replied to an 
Inquiry ono day that I was from Van- 
couver, B. C. "Oh, that's a severely 
cold place, Is it not'.'" queried this 
Sacramento citizen, and was quite 
incredulous when I explained that up 
to January 10th, of this year, tho 
coldest weather wo had had was 2 
degrees above zero. 

Tho avcrago informed citizen of 
California knows that Brltlh Colum- 
bia is north of the -1 Lli parallel, and 
believes the country Is Icebound. He 
knows nothing of our beautiful sum- 
mers, and splendid scenery, our fish- 
ing and hunting, our cities and our 
prosperity. Vancouver's harbor and 
its shipping alone would amaze him. 

Trusting that you and your Board 
of Directors will sec tho Importance 
of advertising Vancouver in Southern 
California, and that you will speedily 
find ways and means for so doing, I

JUBILEE HOSPITAL 



Demand for Private Wards Far 
in. Excess of Present 
Supply 



The lack of space at the Provincial 
Royal Jubilee Hospital applies only 
to' the private pay rooms. There is 
ample space In the public wards to 
supply any demand that will bo 
made upon them for a number' of 
years, it was stated yesterday. 

For the past six months there have 
been constant demands made at the 
hospital for private rooms for invalids 
and latterly the ' demand has far ex- 
ceeded the supply. ''' ' 

Tho applicants ' are by. no means 
confined to' Tockilfpeople. Last week 
two patients from";, Seattle applied; for 
rooms' "but were unable to obtain 
them. 

At the present time a good deal of 
spaco that otherwise would be avail- 
able is occupied by nurses. These 
rooms are let from $5 to $25. Hence 
the action of tho executive at Thurs- 
day evening's mooting in deciding to 
rent a cottago in the vicinity for the 
use of a number of the nurses thus 
releasing at least three rooms. The 
cottago will cost about $15 per 
month rent and there will be tho in- 
itial cost of furnishing it. 

■ The executive Is considering what 
may be done to Increase the size of 
tho present structure. The adding of 
a story to the building has been 
mooted but as yet' no serious discus- 
sion of the problem has taken place. 

It was thought useless to discuss 
this at tho present time until the 
board can ascertain the attitude of 
tho provincial government towards 
the request for an increased grant. 

If the receipts of the hospital are 
to bo made to approximate more 
nearly the expenses, it will only be 
through Increasing the number of 
private rooms. 

St. Joseph's Hospital which has re- 
cently let tho contract for a now 
wing will .be able to cater to this 
class of business and will secure a 
greatly increased revenue thereby. 
Victoria's equable climate makes it 
an Ideal homo for convalescents so 
that In all likelihood this demand will 
continue to grow. 

Tho board In all probability will, 
when it meets the members of the 
provincial cabinet, raise the question 
of the Jubilee Hospital taking under 
its wing the cam of infectious dis- 
eases. Formerly the provincial auth- 
orities approached them with a view 
to their establishing an isolation hos- 
pital. This the hospital authorities 
did not view favorably at that time. 
A change has, it is slated, taken 
place in their attitude towards the 
proposal. 

The mattter of the extra grant of 
$2,500 for which the board asked the 
city council will not bo decided for 
some considerable time yet. Somo time 
ago a committee from tho board met 
a committee from tho council and pre- 
sented tho case for the Increased grant. 
At the meeting of the city council held 
on May a resolution was passed 
agreeing to meet the board's request If 
the council finds that it has the funds 
available after thia regular appropri- 
ations have been provided for. 
This will not be known for some tim 
This will not bo known for some 
time yet. Tho assessment roll is now 
in the course of preparation and tho 
notices will be sent out in a few day 
In tho due time the court of revisit 
will be held, following which the tax 
rate will be struck. It will not be until 
all this courses have been disposed of 
and tho taxes have commenced to come 
In that tho council will know whether 
it is in a position to meet the request 
of the board for additional financial 
assistance; Tho regular annual grant 
of $5,000 was made to tho hospital this 
year and the extra $2,500 is being ask- 
ed for on account of the Increased 
number of rmtUcmts, which the hospi- 
tal has In recent years been called 
upon to treat, and also on account of 
the increased cost of treatment, due 
to advance In the prices of supplies of 
various kinds.

TIME-TABLE FOR C. PI 



Comes Into Effect on June 1st 
—Changes Made In 
Schedule 



A number of changes will be made 
in the running time of the C. P. R. 
trains when the summer timetable 
comes into, effect on June 1st. It was 
expected that a trl-weekly fast mall 
servico would "be included in the 
changes, but It is now understood 
that this will not become operative, 
till July. 

In . the -meantime two regular daily 
transcontinental trains will run on the 
following schedule: Transcontinental 
No. 07 from Montreal will arrive in 
Vancouver dally at 10:50 a.m., and 
castbound -No. 06 wdll leave- for Mont- 
real at 15 p.m. dally. 

Transcontinental No. 1 will arrive 
from Montreal daily at 7:50 p.m. and 
eastbound No. 2, will depart for Mont- 
real at 7:30 a.m. daily. 

Trains for Seattle will leave daily 
at 7:0a a.m. and arrive at 8:30 p.m. 

With the advent of the new sched- 
ule there, will come an Improvement 
in the Okanagan service. Heretofore 
only three sailings a week have been 
made from Okanagan landing to 
Penticton, and' an equal number in 
the opposlto direction. However, 
since tho launching of the twenty- 
one-knot steamer Okanagan »n Okan- 
agan Lako the C. P. R. has decided 
lo operate her on a daily schedule be- 
tween (lie Landing and Penticton. 

On the Nicola branch also, materia! 
changes will- be made. • Heretofore on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays 
trains have left Spence's Bridge for 
Nicola and returned tho same day. 
On and after June 1st departures 
from Spence's Bridge for Nicola will 
be on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fri- 
days, but they will not return from 
Nicola the same day. Departures 
from Nicola ' will bo on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays ' and (Saturdays; Close 
connections at Spence's Bridge will 
be made by the Nicola trains with 
transcontinental.? Nos. 1 and 2. 

Until the regular tri-weekly fast 
service is put in operation the Over- 
seas Mail will be continued. The 
tri-weekly service will cover the dis- 
tance between Vancouver and Mon- 
treal in 85 hours, and will arrive 
at G.30 a. m. on Tuesdays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays, and leave at 4.40 p 
m. on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fri- 
days. It Is quite likely that tho now- 
fast service will be known as the Im- 
perial Limited for this year. It will 
replace tho Overseas Mail and Is tim- 
ed to fit in as nearly as possible with 
tho arrival and departure of the Em- 
press steamers. 

V. V. & E. RAILWAY 

Engineer Hocjeland Gives an Encour- 
aging Account of Progress 

Chief Engineer Hogeland, while in 
Seattle recently, is reported as say* 
ing Unit his company had no inten- 
tion whatever of delaying the work on 
tho V. V. & E., says the Simllkamecn 
Star. Delays, he said, had occurred

The 
contract for an eight horse power gas- 
oline engine to operate the cement 
mixer was let to Hutcheson Bros. 

No decision was reached In regard 
to a creosotlng plant. The matter be- 
ing referred to the council . without a 
recommendation from the committee. 
The reason for this was that the com- 
mittee could not agree on what should 
be done in the matter. 

It was decided to recommend to the 
council that the grading of McBrlde 
avenue be proceeded with, but other 
work petitioned for was held over until 
the engineer has reported on It. At 
present there Is an unusually large 
amount of work ahead of the council, 
and it Is felt that too much now work 
should be undertaken until what is 
now on hand is completed. 

LOADING DREDGE TIMBERS 

Steamer Haldis Taking North Ma- 
terial for Guggenheim Oper- 
ations 

The Norwegian steamer Haldis, 
which Is loading freight at the Evans- 
Coleman wharf for northern points, 
has a consignment of about three 
hundred thousand feet of dredge lum- 
ber and timbers, which is being 
shipped through to Dawson to the 
order of the Guggenhoims, says the 
Vancouver Province. Some big tim- 
bers enter Into the construction of 
these dredges, and a number of the 
sticks, which the Haldis is loading 
measure fourteen by eighteen inches, 
and are fifty-six feet In length. The 
material was supplied by the Pacific 
Coast Mills. Ltd. 

The Haldis is also taking' up 
twenty-six horses and supplies con- 
signed to Telegraph Creek, which will 
be landed at YVrangcl. She also has 
general cnrg;o for AVhlte Pass & 
Yukon .points, which will be landed 
at skagway. 
ORIENTAL FLOUR SHIPMENTS 

Bookings for 6,000 Tons on C. P, R. 
Steamers Until End of Juno ... 

Despite the rise in wheat and the 
prophecy that before very long there 
will be dollar wheat 'jelling at Fort 
William, the export dour trade to the 
Orient continues In a healthy condi- 
tion, and the C'.P.H. has already book- 
ed for shipment before the end of 
June about six thousand tons for 
China nnd Japan. 

The C. P. H. liner Monteagle, which 
Is scheduled to sail for Oriental ports 
on June 27, will take not less than 
three thousand tons of (lour to Jap- 
anese and Chinese ports, that amount 
having already been booked for her. 

The steamer Athenian, scheduled to 
sail on June 6. and the Empress of 
India, scheduled out on June 11, will 
have been a thousand and fifteen 
hundred tons each. 

The export Hour market just at 
present is in that condition where the 
demand exceeds tlio supply, many" 
dealers complaining that lliey are 
forced to turn down profitable busi- 
ness from' China and Japan simply 
because they cannot deliver the 
goods. The same situation exists a.s 
to wheat.

Constable Wilkie's Account 
His Experiences in the 
c ar. Ncrih 



of 



After spending nine months in pur- 
suit of Simon Gun-a-Noot and 1-cter 
Hyemadan, the Indians wanted for 
murders committed near Hozeltpn, 
Provincial Constable Otway Wilkle, ol 
New Westminster, arrived, in Victoria 
last evening, but brought no word of 
the missing men, who have disappear- 
ed from the ken of man as completely 
a.s if the earth had swallowed them. 
The chase, however, has not yet been 
given up, 'and the missing men if in 
the land of living will yet.be caught. 
If they are still alive they must soon- 
er or later strike the outposts of civili- 
zation, and as soon as they do their 
capture will bo attempted. There Is, 
however, in Mr.Wilkle's opinion, a very 
possibility that the men with their 
families perished of cold during the 
last winter which was an unusually 

Constable Wilkie started for the 
north in August last, shortly after the 
two murders, of which Gun-a-Noot and 
Hyemandan are accused, were com- 
mitted, and since them has been con- 
tinually on the go In search of his two 
men. He laughs at the stories told 
of the Indians In question having been 
seen recently north of Hazelton, for ho 
has visited that district and no sign of 
them was to be seen. 

Constable Wilkle in command of 
four men started north from Hazelton, 
and since then have traveled the 
waters of the Naas, Skeena, Stlkine, 
lelqua and Suskwa rivers. Practically 
all the way the party packed all their 
provisions on their backs, depending 
on their guns for meat supply. They 
went north as far as the source of the 
Skeena river, -where Gun-a-Noot form 
erly had a cache, but there was not the 
slightest trace' of him there. On the 
contrary there was indisputable evi- 
dence that he had not been there for 
the shack had not been occupied, the 
fireplace being overgrown with moss. 
This is the place where, It was re- 
cently reported, Gun-a-Noot had been 
seen. In all the party covered over 
oOu miles, much of It in unexplored ter- 
ritory. During their trip they crossed 
the Ground Hog Mountain, known 
among the Indians as "the graveyard" 
from the number of people who have 
perished in crossing them. 

Gun-a-Noot's party when last hoard 
fcf at Bear Lake consisted of eight, | 
himself, his fattier and Hyemadan 
their wives and Gun-a-Noot's two 
children. No trace of any of these has 
been found since then, although all the; 
places where they would be most likely 
to have found have been visited. Mr. 
Wilkie thinks it possible that the party 
if they have survived the winter, arc 
on their way to the far north In the 
hopes of escaping the meshes of the 
law. There is, however, a possibility — 
and, in Mr. Wilkie's\ opinion, a proba- 
bility that the party perished of star- 
vation during the winter, which was 
the. most severe In the memory of the 
oldest living inhabitants. The old In- 
dians are firmly of the opinion that the 
party could not possibly survive the 
winter, but the younger ones scot this 
Idea. As an example of the condi- 
tions, Mr. Wilkie said that when his 
party reached Bear Lako they found 
the Indians there living on dried sal- 
mon. They did not have a bit of any- 



thing else to eat. They had begged 
food from them for their children, but 
of course they had none to spare. 
This doubt as to whether Gun-a-Noot 
and his party survived the winter 
made the search all the more difficult 
although it was an extraordinary task 
at the start. Gun-a-Noot and his 
father were known as the two best 
hunters in the north. They were fa 
miliar with the country from the be- 
ginning to end. What the police were 
trying to do was to locate such men 
in a country as big as Europe. The 
chance of success was further Inter- 
fered with by the fact that the. Bablne 
Indians wore divided into famill 
Each family was true to its own mem- 
bers, and the members of each dared 
not give any information likely to hurt 
members of other families. The old 
doctrine of a life for a life held sway 
In the tribe. Mr. Wilkie. left Constable 
James Klrby, of Hazelton in charge of 
the search. He will report this morn 
Ing to Chief or Provincial Police_Hus 
soy, after which what further steps 
are to be taken in the matter will do 
decided. . , 



LAUNCH OF INVINCIBLE 

Latest British Fighting Ship Is Slid 
Into the Water. 

British newspapers received In yes- 
terday's malls describe the launching 
of the armored cruiser Invincible, of 
tho same class as the Indomitable, 
from tho shipbuilding yard of Sir W. 
G. Armstrong, Whltworth & Co., Ncw- 
castle-orr-Tyno. Lady Allendale 
named the vessel 1-n the presence of 
thousands of people. At luncheon. Sir 
Andrew Noble, chairman of tho com- 
pany, said the number of vessels for 
tho mercantile service and for pur 
poses of war that had been built and 
launched at Blswlck was 800, and tho 
vessel which had been launched that 
afternoon was the 24th constructed 
and launched from that yard for the 
Royal nayy since the Inauguration of 
tho yard 22 \i years ago. ""On the berth 
west of and adjacent to that just 
vacated by tho .Invincible there wa 
building a vessel of the Dreadnought 
type for the Royal navy, to bo named 
the Superb, ajid this ship was begun 
in February this year. Higher up the 
shipyard they would have noticed His 
Majesty's Uo-knot torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Afridi, which would be launch- 
ed in the course of a month or so. in 
eluding the Invincible, but excluding 
the Superb and Afridi, the list of" 24 
war vessels completed at Elswick for 
the navy comprised two lirst-class 
battleships, four lirst-class cruisers, 
seven cruisers, two scouts, six gun- 
indl boats, three torpedo boat destroyers, 
having an aggregate displacement of 
100,000 tons, and an aggregate horse 
power of 250,000.

Rode Forty, Miles on Northern Trail 
to Care for Indian 

Vancouver, May 17. — Covering forty 
miles or a northern trail in a fore- 
noon to save the life of a wounded 
Indian was the experience last week 
of Dr. Wrinch, surgeon of the Metho- 
dist HosjiJtal maintained at Hazel- 
ton. .... 

At -1 o'clock in the morning of the 
day in question a messenger arrived 
witli the news that away south of 
Morricetown, toward tho Bulkloy, an 
Indian workman on a survey party 
had been struck ■ by a falling tree. 
An hour later 'the ■ doctor . started on 
horseback to meet tho party bearing 
the Injured man at Morricetown, 
which is thirty -miles'. south pf'Hnzel- 
ton. Tlie bearers,' however, had not 
arrived when- lie jumped off his 
steaming horse after four hours on 
the rough trail. 

Again the . doctor started nnd met 
tho party ten miTes out. There he 
found that the Indian, though Ma 
Skl'll was badly fractured, was still 
alive. On" the trail,! tho man's head 
was dressed, and a bone pressing on 
tho brain removed. By night, with the 
aid of a relay of' bearers, the injured 
man was In the hospital at Hazelton. 
He was still .-partly unconscious last 
Saturday morning and his tribesmen 
shout in"his ear when theyi wish him 
to Wake up sufficiently; to receive 
nourishment. But Dr. Wrinch expects 
him to get. up some day soon and be 
ready for- tlie woods again.

Will Be Cleaned and Painted for

Steamer Princess May, Capt. Mc- 
leod, ' on which vessel wireless tele- 
graphic apparatus is shortly to be In- 
stalled, reached port yesterday from 
Skagway via ports, bringing 4S pas- 
sengers south, among them being 
Messrs. Dunn and McFeeley, of Van- 
couver, who went to Prlnco Rupert to 
look over- the, prospects there. Among 
tho passengers who landed hero wore 
Itcglnald Hay ward and P. J. Hall, com- 
mercial travellers from Victoria 



News was brought by the Princess 
Jtfay that ice is breaking on tho Yukon 
and navigation is expected to com- 
mence shortly — probably before the 
end of tho month. Steamer White- 
liorse is being mado ready at White,- 
liorse for the first trip down the river, 
and the warehouses of tho ■White Pass 
& Yukon route are lillmg with a het- 
erogeneous collection of freight for 
shipment to Dawson and points be- 
yond. Although a number of horses 
were lost as a result of breaking 
through the ice, as far as could bo 
learned, no travellers had suffered ac- 
cident up to the time the CP. R. liner 
left Skagway. Ice was running in 
many places then, and there were many 
stretches of open water. At Lake 
L-abarge, usually the last place to 
break up, the ice was very rotten, and 
was expected to ba-eak shortly. 

"Me to the hills." With this part- 
ing message the operatoir at Yukon 
Crossing concluded mcssago sent by 
him telling of the floods caused there 
by the ice jam, which followed the 
breaking of tho Yukon Ice. Tho tele- 
graph operator wired that he was no 
swimmer, and in consequence had been 
obliged to take a few pounds of flour 
and a slab of bacon and take to the 
hills. 

A big, ice jam was reported from 
Yukon Crossing duryng tho early part 
of May, soon after the irlver com- 
menced to break. It caused the water 
(n back up and overflow the banks of 
the river until it was nine feet deep 
in the roadhouso at tbat place. Three 
horses were drowned in the stable at 
the crossing, two of them being owned 
by tiie White Pass Company and the 
other by Reynolds, the roadhouso 
keeper. 

Another jam occurred ncair Selkirk, 
but so far as known no damage re- 
sulted. The greatest loss at Yukon 
Crossing was 25 tons of feed which 
tlio White Pass Company had stored 
there for tho use of those driving cat- 
tle over the trail. It is a total loss, 
and involves from $2,500 to $3,000. It 
leaves the cattle men in a very bad 
predicament. 

The steamer Princess May took a 
]a«rge freight north on her last trip 
for interior points, but when she leaves 
tonight there will be a larger one on 
board. The steamer will -also, carry 
another large, shipment for transship- 
ment at Wrangel for Telegraph Creek. 
The merchandise at Whitehorso 
awaiting shipment includes a various 
collection of freight. ,For instance, 
there are 300 chickens in one of tho 
warehouses consigned in bond to 
Fairbanks, 

Tiie steamer Mount Royal was 
awaiting the Princess May at Port 
Esslngton when the C. I'. R. liner went 
north, and freight and passengers for 
the headwaters of the Skeena were 
immediately transferred to the river 
steamer Mount Royal. Water on the 
northern river was still rising, and It 
was expected navigation would be 
abandoned shortly as a result.

There was no .difficulty . on the part 
of the steamship in establishing this 
communication and word was for 
warded to Seattle promptly that the 
first stage of the President's run up 
the coast was successful.

through other Puget Sound stations, 
the progress the boat made Tip the 
Sound.' 

Tho wireless apparatus on"board the 
President is tho first tO:.be used on 
any merchant steamship on the Paci 
fie coast. When 1,400 miles off, Cape 
Henlopen, the station nt the mouth of 
tho Delaware river, Arthur A. Isbell, 
tho Pacific coast manager of the Has- 
sle Wireless Company, who made the 
trip aroiwid on the vessel, succeeded 
in sending and receiving messages. 
The wireless was also used in con- 
necting with stations at Rio Janorio 
and Montevideo, but owing to differ- 
ent codes and languages, communica- 
tion was difficult. When 1,200 miles 
off Point Loma, California, the sta- 
tion there was picked up by the Wire- 
less, and from then until the vessel 
arrived in San Francisco the passeng- 
ers and oflicers were in constant touch 
with the land. Tho apparatus was 
placed on tho vessel by tho Massle 
Company, which is to establish a num- 
ber of stations throughout Alaska, and 
will also equip several mote of the 
Pacillc coast steamers.

The steamer 
Duneric, of Andrew Weir & Co., now 
carrying coal to Dutch Harbor, has 
been chartered to carry coal to Capo 
Nome, and the Norwegian steamer 
Tellus will also carry coal to the 
mining camp on the Arctic. The 
charterers of the steamer Duneric will 
pay tho owners $4,250 per month for 
tho use of thd steamer. 



THE SALMON FISHERS 

Exporters of Spring Salmon Preparing 
For Busy Season — New Tender. 

There is but one of the traps ad- 
jacent to Victoria fishing at present, 
that of Findlay, Durham & Urodie! 
located at Otter Point, and yesterday 
no advices were received from the trap 
as to its catch. If there is a sufficient 
quantity of spring salmon in the trap 
a lift will probably bo mado today. 
The new gasoll-ne auxiliary schooner 
Baldy, of Port Townsend, which has 
been secured by Findlay, Durham & 
Brodio as a trap tender, arrived yes- 
terday morning from the Sound port, 
and will leave for the traps today. 
The various other trap owners report 
good progress with their traps, and 
web is being placed on most of them. 
It is expected that several will begin 
fishing during the coming week. 

At Turner, Beotffn's wharf, where 
Llndorbcrger & Company's mild-cur- 
ing plant has been again located, the 
crew are preparing for a busy season. 
They havo rigged a small cruno on 
the wharf for unloading scows which 
"bring cargoes of spring salmon to them 
from tiie Straits, and tho tables, tanks, 
casks, ote., are all ready for the. sea- 
son's work. Yesterday all hands' were 
busy constructing a umall scow, which 
will bo placed beneath the wharf to 
catch tho offal from the factory. 

This plant is one of a dozen or more 
Which the company lias established at 
various points for the mild-curing of 
spring salmon, which is Bhlpped to 
New York to be smoked, and thence 
is sent by steamers to Hamburg, Ger- 
many, for distribution to tho various 
markets, mostly in Germany. Ship- 
ments aro mado by rail to New York. 
Factories havo been established on the 
Sound, the Columbia river and Sacra- 
mento, as well as that here, and a 
largo amount of salmon is . shipped 
yearly.

ATLANTIC TRAVEL 

Cheap Rates on Liners Cause Unpre- 
cedented Demand For Passages 
to England. 

The unprecedented demand for pas- 
senger accommodation on tho outgoing 
transatlantic steamers as shown by 
the heavy bookings this season is gen- 
erally looked upon as an indication 
that the summer business of the 
steamship lines will prove very pro- 
fitable, says the Now York Maritime 
Register. This, however, is not the 
view entertained by our contemporur; 
the London Shipping Gazette, which 
in a recent article on this subject says 
that: "At first sight tho Inclination 
will bo to accept this ns incontrover 
tiblo evidence of prosperity on the At 
lantic, and yet such a rush of business 
may quite conceivably bo the very 
worst thing that could happen to th 
companies concerned. . . If Pas 
sagos wero not so easy to buy there 
would be fewer buyers. But, the ob- 
jection may bo, it is sound business 
to cheapen a commodity in order to 
widen tho area of Its sale. . . To 
cheapen tho berths in an ocean liner 
is not quite the same thing as to 
cheapen the cost of a sewing machine. 
There are, however, circumstances to 
involve the problem of tho ship, and 
because thero arc wo repeat that a 
rush of business like that indicated Is 
conceivably bad." The case of the 
new Cunarders and also of the slower 
White Star steamers is cited as hav 
ing "tho same heavy price to pay for 
speed, but their economy Is Just as 
nicely adjusted. . . As a matter of 
fact, tho White Star people could af- 
ford to stimulate the already great de- 
mand by further cheapening rates 
while tho economic obligation would 
be on the Cunnrd Company to make 
then dearer." It seems quite needless 
to consider the now Cunard steamers 
In connection with this matter. They 
constk'uto a proposition apart from 
all other steamers by reason of their 
great size and high speed. Whether 
thoy can be operated with profit or not 
is yet to be detcrmfficd. At any rate 
they will have to bo run under the 
conditions of the passenger traffic as 
it exists. Besides tho element of doubt 
as to their probable profitableness must 
have boon present from their inception 
otherwise government aid would not 
have been asked for or been granted 
in support of them. The article com- 
cludes by saying that: "Tho fact Is 
that with an expanding American 
business on the one hand and the 
steam engine on tho other, the At- 
lantic problem is dead-locked. The 
steam turbine is not a solution, be- 
cause its economy vs not convincingly 
superior to that of the reciprocating 
engine. Bqtii call for big boats, and 
to lill big boats passenger travel must 
bo cheapened. Tho real solution of 
the problem is the internal combus- 
tion engine, for with it first costs will 
bo less and working expenditure great- 
ly reduced. Until It comes, wo are 
bound, wo fear, to believe that rushes 
of passenger business are conceivably 
bad for some Atlantic developments." 
We aro not inclined to take tho gloomy 
view of this subject here presented. 
The matter of profit or loss of ocean 
passenger traffic should not be figured 
upon the probable cost of operating 
several steamers of great size, of which 
the expenso of running will be ex- 
ceptionally large. The companies own- 
ing these steamers have chosen to take 
tho risk if they do not prove profit- 
able it is a matter that concerns only 
those particular vessels, and does not 
necessarily brand tlye entire passenger 
traffic as unprofitable.

THE MONGOLIA 

Pacific Mail Liner Was Not Dam- 
aged as Result of Grounding 
Off Japan 

Steamer Mongolia of the Pacific 
Mail S. S. Co. reached San Francisco 
on Tuesduy from the Orient, and was 
detained in quarantine for the spaco 
of two and a half hours. There was 
a case of smallpox on board the 
steamer at Yokohama, and the ship's 
company wero all vaccinated. The 
steamer was not fumigated at San 
Francisco, though. 

Tho Mongolia was absolutely un- 
damaged by running aground at the 
eastern entrance of tho Shtmono-^ki 
straits, and the small amount of 
freight which was taken off to lighten 
the vessel was placed back on board 
of the liner in good shape. Captain 
Hathaway stated that the vessel was 
running, about four miles an hour at 
the time of tho accident, when two 
Japanese fishing junks bound in dif- 
ferent directions appeared ahead of 
tho approuchlng steamer. The big 
steamer attempted to avoid running 
down tile sampans, and, in conse- 
quence, run on the beach. The steam- 
er struck on a sandy bottom at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon, and at r> 
o'clock the following morning she 
succeeded in floating without any 
assistance, Tho steamer was in 
command of Captain Bishol'C, the 
regular Pacific Mail pilot at the time. 

FRISCO-AUSTRALIA LINE 

The sailings of tho Australian Mail 
Lino from San Francisco to Sydney 
and Auckland have been announced 
as follows: Foreric, August 10; 
Aymerlc, September 10; Boverlc, Oc- 
tober 10; Nnveric, November 10; 
(iymerlc, December 10; Tymeric, Jan- 
uary 10. Tho Foreric, the first vessel 
of the lino, is now ut Sydney, and 
will arrive early in July. 

ORIENTAL LINERS 

The C. P. R. liner Empress of 
China, Capt. Marshall, left Yokohama 
on Thursday bound hero with a large 
complement of passengers and steam- 
er ICaga Mnru, Capt. Cope, loft the 
Japanese port on the day previous. 
Tho Knga Maru has on board 232 
steerage passengers for Victoria, 20 
of whom are Chinese. The comple- 
ment: of Japanese is the largest that 
lias been brought across the Pacific 
ocean for some time. Emigration of 
Japanese to British Columbia lias 
been constantly growing of late since 
the Japanese government removed 
the restrictions upon emigration to 
this port. The steamer has also a 
large shipment of cargo for this port, 
408 tons In all. The Knga Mnru Is 
due here on May 29th, and tho Elm- 
press of China will probably arrive 
a week from tomorrow. It Is expected 
that the liner will bo driven In an 
effort to beat tho time made by the 
Empress of India, on her last voyogo, 
when flic run from Yokohama to Vic- 
toria was mado in 10 days and 14 
hours. 



OTTER LOADING FOR KYUQUQT 



Will Carry Cargo of Building Ma- 
terial and Machinery for Equip- 
ment of .New Depot 



Twenty-four whales wero . taken 
from Sunday to Thursday by tho steam 
whalers Orion and Saint Lawrence, of 
tho Pacific Steam Whaling Company, 
which are hunting for humpbacks, fin- 
backs, and sulphur-bottoms and an. oc- 
casional sperm whale that drifts thus 
far north. The record catch, which is 
the largest for any week, much less 
four days, that tho company has had 
since its inauguration was commenced 
on Monday when tho whalers brought 
in four whales. On Tuesday they took 
another quartette and a third four on 
Wednesday, whilo eight were taken 
on Thursday brought tho total to 21 of 
tho cetacians. 

With the usual average, four whales 
a day, tho catch for this week will be 
a very largo one. It is expected to add 
at least another eight whales, making a 
total of 31!. The largest total hereto- 
fore has been 20 whales for a week, 
Tho large catch Is keeping the crew of 
tho Sechart whaling station very busy, 
with the result that welin the next 
Blue Funnel liner leaves tho outer 
dock for the United Kingdom, she will 
have another large shipment of whale 
oil for Glasgow. The steamer Yangtzee, 
Capt. Harris, yesterday loaded ono 
thousand- barrels of whale oil and a 
larger amount of fertilizer at tho outer 
dock for tho port on the Clyde. 

Steamer Otter, which has been load- 
ing building material and machinery 
for tho Pacific Whaling Company at 
tho outer- dock for tho past few days, 
will sail for Kyuquot this afternoon 
carrying a full load of building mater- 
ial and apparatus. The Otter has a 
lurgo shipment of bricks, much ce- 
ment, lumber, lime, sand, and consider- 
able machinery, recently imported from 
Baltimore. 

. The .Kyuquot station, which is lo- 
cated at Narrow Cut Crook, about six- 
teen miles from the Indian settlement 
at Kyuquot, is progressing and it is 
expected the steamer Saint Lawrence 
will be sent there to hunt for the sta- 
tion about the middle of June. The 
wharf and large warehouses have been 
almost completed and platforms aro 
ready for the Installation of the tanks, 
dryer, etc. Tho equipment of the sta- 
tion is to consist of a blubber-boiling 
establishment, which will havo appro- 
ximately 40 or BO largo steel tanks, a 
number of boilers, chopping knives, 
reservoirs for clarifying the oil and 
tanks for tho refuse, an establish- 
ment for boiling tiie carcass after the 
removal of the blubber, with boilers, 
guano factory and drying room with 
Its large dryer, sieves, etc. Then, itoo, 
there will bo a power house, ware- 
house, bunkhouscs, etc. 

It is expected that a large number 
of tho Kyuquot Indians will bo avail- 
able for tho work, and a- large number 
havo signified their intention of mov- 
ing their place of residence from the 
Kyuquot villlago to the vicinity of the 
whaling station. As stated yesterday, 
under arrangement with tho priest in 
charge of the mission work of that 
district, tho whaling company has 
agreed to build a church for tho use 
of tho Indians. 

The work of prepairing the site sel- 
lected for the third station on Texada 
Island has been commenced, and ma- 
chinery ordered for its equipment h 
chinery has been ordered for its equip- 
ment. The work of construction will 
commence about two weeks hence, in 
order that the station may be com- 
pleted in readiness for work as soon 
as the rough weather in tho Autumn 
prevents successful whaling in the 
open ocean off the island coast. The 
steamers Orion and Saint Lawrence 
will be withdrawn from the west coast 
when the wintry winds begin to blow, 
and both will bo operated in tho Gulf 
of Georgia, where it is believed good 
catches will be made in tho winter 
months. 



SHIPPING WARFARE 

L. D. Holt, of Bluo Funnel Line, In- 
vestigating Conditions in Orient 

L. D. Holt, brother of Richard Holt, 
manager of the Blue Funnel line 
steamers, is investigating conditions 
arising from the shipping warfare 
around and about Singapore and that 
part of the Orient. It seems that 
German and Norwegian steamers ar; 
now securing much of the business 
that was formerly done by Britlau 
vessels. Until recently the Germans 
had the bulk of all 'he tiade between 
Hong Kong and Bangkok, and Shiga 
pore and Bangkok, but slnco the. 
conclusion of the Russo Japanese war 
tome enterprising merchants • hailing 
fioni the land of the Rising) Sun 
have taken considerable interest in 
the commercial affairs of King Chul- 
nlongkorn's dominions, .and charter- 
ing, about a year ago, some Norweg- 
ian steamers, made a strong bid for 
a Share of the good things. The 
Germans promptly dropped their 
rates, only to find the Japanese fully 
prepared to 'go one better,' with the 
result that freights and passenger 
fares wero soon down to what was 
regarded as practically an irreducible 
minimum. 

Just what the upshot of the 'war of 
rates' was wo do not know, says a 
Singapore paper received by the 
steamer Lyra, but It appears pretty 
evident business • without full knowl- 
edge of the nature of the opposition 
to bo faced, and, further, that tho 
debut of their vessels In Siamese 
waters was only the first slop in a 
very extensive enterprise embracing 
practically the whole of India. Jap- 
anese lines have already visited Ran- 
goon, and it Is noised abroad that the 
(lag of Dal Nippon will ere long bo 
considerably in evidence nl Batavia 
and other Dutch ports, while quite 
recently It was stated In Indian pa- 
pers that Japanese steamers engaged 
in trade with Furopo will make Ma- 
dras a port of call.

"Tho eyes of the greater part of the 
population of Scotland are turned to- 
wards Canada and Immigration Is 
yearly growing to .such an extent thut 
it is becoming a .serious problem In the 
old land. The fear has been expressed 
that Scotland will be depopulated in 
the same manner as Ireland." 

The speaker was R. II. McBride, of 
Arran. Scotland, a partner in the great 
Scotch steamship, firm of Donaldson & 
Co., who has been .staying at tho 
Drlard for the past couple of days and 
who left last night for Vancouver 
Where lie will remain for the balance 
of tlie week before proceeding south 
through the States and home to Scot- 
laud via New Vork. Mr. McBrldO is 
accompanied by his daughter. Arriv- 
ing at Montreul on tho Donaldson liner 
I'Athenla, he expressed surprise at the 
lateness of t lie season noticeable 
through the prairie and eastern sec- 
tion." 

"Contrasted with it, your sunny 
skies and the green verdure here form 
a. very pleasant contrast," he con- 
tinued." 

Air. McBrldc, who left Scotland a 
month ago today, was in this city three 
years ago and also visited Vancouver, 
lie expressed great surprise at the 
changes which were noticeable In that 
period." The change is the most re- 
markable that 1 have ever observed 
In any city In America, though I have 
visited this continent many limes. 
After thai drive around Oak Bay and 
the sea shore, I can quite agree with 
you people here w'hen you claim Vic- 
toria to be the most charming residen- 
tial city in Canada." 

Victoria as well as Vancouver Is at- 
tracting Hie eyes of the old country 
peoplp and you are bound to see a 
constantly growing army of tourists 
invading your shores from year to 
year. 

"No; I'm not going to prove a traitor 
to my own Island homo of Arran," he 
replied hi anwser to a query as to 
whether he proposed remaining In this 
j country. "\Vere 1 ti younger man 1 
I might consider it for I believe the Pa- 
cific slope to be the finest situation 
iin the world, but I'm too old to 
I change." Continuing, Mr. McBrldc 
proceeded to deplore the system of 



short leases tinder which land is held 
in Scotland and which is gradually 
wiping out tho crofter class. "There is 
little wonder that tho small farmer is 
coming to Canada where he can own 
the land he cultivates. When ho has 
improved the soil he is cultivating and 
tlie dwelling In which he lives and 
knows that ho owns It, ho has a stake 
in the community. In- Scotland he can 
be turned out In twelve month's no- 
tice and he has llttlo if any opportun- 
ity to buy. Why I myself have twice 
built a homo In Arran and have 
been compelled to abandon it because 
the landlord would not sell the land. 
It's a grievance." 

Despite the grievance Mr. McBride 
thought there was little chance of the 
remedial legislation at present pending 
which provides a system of long leases 
and the land purchase for Scotland 
passing the House of Lords. In that 
connection he Inveighed against thai 
ancient body somewhat bitterly lor 
Mr. McBride is nothing It not a sup- 
porter ' of tlie Campbell-Bannerman 
government. lie believes hcnvYwer 
that the pruning knife will In son 
manner or other be applied to that 
body itself In a manirer to a least cur- 
tall its powers. The ocean freight 
traffic is very backward this year, lie 
stated In continuing. This Is due to 
the severe winter which was experi- 
enced throughout America and the 
world generally. He was inclined to 
deplore the general conditions of ocean 
freights. The rates are too low. When 
he spoke of the Immigrant and the pas- 
senger traffic generally, he grew en- 
thusiastic, however. "Our line has hut 
lately embarked upon this and it Is 
astonishing to. see the growth of this 
traffic Bookings have already been 
made and were made a month ago to 
far into Juno and the ocean passenger 
service can hardly' handle the busi- 
ness."

ANOTHER NANAIMO INDUSTRY 

Shipment of Perch En Route to Ori- 
ental Markets 

"Nanalmo, May 17. — The steamer 
Joan 'took over to Vancouver Wednes- 
day morning a shipment of four tons 
of perch put up in 400-pound cases in 
dry salt, tlie same way as a large part 
of tho herring catch is cured for the 
Oriental market, This consignment 
will be. shipped to China as an experi- 
ment, and though the perch are nut 
Quito so easily secured as herring, yet 
by using seines they can be taken In 
largo quantities and a considerable 
trade may be worked up in this line 
since salted herring and suited salm- 
on have found a ready market In the 
Orient. 

Tlie Joan also took over a reel of 
wire cable that had passed its stage 
of usefulness In the mines here and 
been condemned. The cable will be 
used in hauling the new water main 
across tlie narrows in Vancouver, 



There are prospects of an interest- 
ing time ahead between the city and 
the Esquimau & Nanalmo Railway 
company over the opening of Esqui- 
mau street over tho company's line. 
This crossing was closed up years ugo 
by tho railway company, who built a 
fence across it, putting in stiles for 
tho. foot traffic, but shutting off ve- 
hicular traffic. 

This, it is claimed, Is a hardship on 
many residents of the city, and ac- 
cordingly the city council is to be 
asked to take action in the matter, 
Aid. Ross having given notice of the 
following resolution for Monday night's 
meeting of the city fathers: 

"That the city engineer do notify the 
E. & N. Hallway company that ho will 
on a date to be named by him remove 
the obstructing fence across the high- 
way known as the old Esquimau road, 
in continuation of Esquimau street, 
and call upon tho company to con- 
struct a level crossing and make the 
roadway in compliance with their 
statutory duty, and to protect the level 
crossing* by sufficient cattle guards, 
and that the company failing to com- 
ply with such requirements the city 
bo instructed to take such legal ac- 
tion as may bo advised." 
' It is pointed out in connection with 
tho resolution that at present people 
living directly west and north of this 
crossing have to travel a roundabout 
way in order to reach the city, while 
the same difficulty is experienced by 
people living in tlie city in getting 
to the district referred to, while tho 
fire department is also forced to 
travel a circuitous way to reach fires, 
it is in view of these circumstances 
that Aid. Ross is introducing the reso- 
lution for the opening of the crossing. 
o 

SQUABBLE OVER CLAIM 

Dawson Man Has to Give up a Gold 
Run Property 

Dawson, April 27 (special correspon- 
dence.) Tho grant which was issued 
several days ago to Jenkins, giving 
him creelc claim No. 7, on Gold Run, 
has been recalled, Jenkins no longer 
ranks with tlie big claim owners of 
that end of the creek. George A. Ham- 
ilton, who has owned the claim for 
(some time, has several men working 
on the claim last winter and now has 
a large dump there. 

The men who had charge of the 
claim ascended perpendicularly when 
they read in the paper of tho grant 
being issued to Jenkins. When they 
had alighted they got their papers and 
investigated. They found that they 
had done all (ho work necessary by 
many times, but that they had failed 
to swear in the work and get the re- 
newal certificate. Fortunately for the 
old owner, it is provided in the code 
that six months shall be allowed in 
which to make a renewal, provided al- 
ways that the work has boon done 
within the year for which the last 
grant to the claim was issued. 

Hamilton paid the penalty and 
settled the expenses with Jenkins, and 
now is returned his claim, Jenkins paid 
his recording fee, but failed to get a 
blow back from the gold oflico, and now 
tho question is raised as to whether 
Jenkins \vlll lose his right to stnk 



on Gold Run by having staked a claim 
which he did not get. 



MINING MAN SUICIDES. 

H. Pollcxen Uses Chloroform to Kill 
Himself. 

Vancouver, B. C, May HI.— The body 
of H, Pollexen, a well known mining 
man, was found at Lynn Creek yester- 
day afternoon by Mr. Frank Colbornc 
and a party of friends,' who had insti- 
tuted a search for him. Tho deceased 
had not boon seen since Sirhd-iy and 
they began to get anxious about his 
whereabouts. 

He had boon In the habit of spend- 
ing his winters in Vancouver, when the 
mining company of Cariboo, with

No particular anxiety 
was felt until Tuesday, when tho pro- 
prietor and tho people staying at tho 
Empire began to wonder wdiat had be- 
come of him, and why he had not re- 
turned. 

A search party was organized -yes- 
terday, headed by Mr. Franft Colbornc, 
proprietor of tho Empire. Inquiry be- 
ing made, several people stated that 
they had scon Polloxen at North Van- 
couver. It was found that ho arrived at 
tho Moodyv'ille Hotel at 12 o'clock on 
Sunday, and had said that lie would bo 
back about half-past two, but had nev- 
er returned. Other people had seen 
him noar the old creek and the camp- 
ing grounds at North Vancouver, but 
no trace was found of him there. Ho 
was traced to Lynn Creek, and after 
somo searching the body was found 
between two fallen trees on the beach. 
Ho was lying faco downward on the 
sand, with his faco Inside of his hat. 
Tho search party found a largo sponge, 
which had been soaked with chloro- 
form, inside the hat and showing that 
the deceased had killed himself by in- 
haling the fumes. 

The Provincial police, who were 
summoned, camo over in a special 
launch and examined the body and 
brought it to Center & Hanna's under- 
taking rooms. 

Pollexen was well dressed and over 
$18.00 were found in his pockets, 
along with several letters. He was 
about 50 years old, unmarried, and a 
native of San Francisco. He had his 
headquarters at the Empire Hotel 
when In" Vancouver, and had intended 
leaving for Cariboo today. 



ANOTHER FRASER SAWMILL. 

Devoy Henderson Lumber Co. To Op- 
crate Big Plant Shortly. 

Now Westminster, May 17. — Another 
big sawmill will bo added to tho list 
of those already operating on the 
banks of the Eraser in tho vicinity of 
New Westminster in a few days. The 
now mill is the property of tho DcVoy 
Henderson Lumber company, and will 
bo one of tho largest runlng in or 
around the city. „ For somo time tho 
opening of tlie plant has been delayed 
by tho dlftlculty experienced in obtain- 
ing the necessary huge boilers but 
those were sent over to this city by 
tho Fairbanks company of Vancouver 
yesterday afternoon and when they are 
installed all wdll be in readiness for 
the mill to start work. 

The mill will be situated on tho oast 
bank of the Eraser, about flyo miles 
from this city, on tho Hunt road. It 
Is likely that wharves and other facil- 
ties will bo built, and everything done 
to assist in the handling of many 
thousand feet of lumber. 

Arrangements have been made with 
tho owners of timber limits and others 
wdio control the big booms for a plen- 
tiful supply of timber, and several big 
consignments from up tho river and 
around on the coast are expected as 
soon as tho mill starts work. The ma- 
chinery in the plant is all of the latest 
pattern, and is the best that could be 
obtained anywhere. 

It Is by no means tho intention of 
the company to confine their opera- 
tions to turning out lumber, and ma- 
chinery for shingle cutting and for 
other branches of tho work has been 
Installed, and the output Is expected 
to be very large. The now industry 
should be In full swing by the end or 
next week.

ADRIFT III A DORY 
FOR NEARLY SIX DAYS 



Two Sailors Had Neither Food 
Nor Water and Suffered 
Terribly 



Halifax, N.S., May 17. — David H. 
Steele, of tho American fishing 
schooner Montrose, with his dory 
mate, Columbus C. McPhee, were 
brought to port by the likler-Deinp- 
ster steamer Boruu, by whom they 
had been miraculously rescued from 
a death of exposure and famishment 
in the open seas. Kor six days and 
five nights these men, in an open 
dory, without food or water, sailless 
and anchorless, drifted in their frail 
boat, at tho mercy of the waves and 
winds. 

Steele, the younger of the two 
bravo fishermen, tells the following 
thrilling story of their awful expos- 
ure, their desperate endurance, the 
providential deliverance just as tho 
last spark of hope had vanished. 

"Our schooner, The Mystery, of 
Boston, in charge of Capt. Steele, 
sailed out of Plymouth harbor for 
Brown Baiik on a three weeks' fish- 
ing trip. We called at Booth Bay 
for halt and ice, -sailing from there 
Sunday morning. On Thursday 
morning, McPhee and I left tho 
schooner in a .small (lory, with ono 
day's supply of water and enough 
food for our dinner. There was con- 
siderable fog when we started, and 
in a .short time it closed down upon 
us and completely hid the schooner 
from view. Our luck was bad, and, 
after llshlng without success for 
ubout three hours, wo decided to give 
up and go back to our vessel. After 
rowing for some time we caught 
sight of her, sailing from us as she 
was coursing up and down in quest 
of the dories. We called to her, but 
were unable to attract her attention, 
and before wo knew It she was out 
of sight, leaving us in the deepening 
fog. We Improvised a sail and start- 
ed off in what we thought to be tho 
direction in which she had gone. 

"All night we sailed without suc- 
ceeding in catching sight of our mis- 
sing vessel. Xext morning we de- 
cided to make for land, and started 
out for tho northwest of Brown's 
Banks. All day wo sailed, but at 
night a breeze sprang up which car 
ricd away our sail, and we were 
driven out to sea. 

"At the end of the first day our 
water ran out and we were driven 
nearly wildi with thirst. Maddened 
with hunger, we strove to eat the 
stale bait in the bottom of our dory, 
but it sickened us, and at length we 
were obliged to give It up. From 
time to time we endeavored to catch 
some fish, which might appease our 
hunger, but. in this wc failed. Just 
before sundown on the fourth even 
log, wc caught sight of a. sailing ves 
sol. We made desperate efforts to 
Signal her, but she sailed away before 
we could attract her attention. Early 
Sunday morning we enst our anchor, 
and laid down and slept from sheer 
exhaustion and despair. About S 
o'clock we were roused by h shrill 
whistle, and to our joy beheld 
steamer close alongside. In joyful 
anticipation we cut the anchor rope 
and seized the oars, but when the 
steamer's crew saw that the dory 
was manned she drew off, and despite, 
our (piteous culls for nid, and our 
frantic effort3 to reach her, she was 
soon out of sight. 

"Our position, which was desperate 
before, now Koemed absolutely hope- 
less. With hands and feet frozen 
and strength completely spent, wc 
fell into the bottom of the boat and 
decided to let fate take its course.

New York, May 16. — Gen. Kuroki 
moved on West Point today in the en- 
fi lading tire of the batteries of the ele- 
ments. Yet he went his way without 
even the shelter of an umbrella. He 
declined to have anything of the kind 
carried over him, in this resembling the 
Duke of Wellington, who said soldiers 
who go through the rain of bullets 
should not fear water. 

Thick weather nearly brought the 
yacht on which' he traveled up the 
Hudson into a serious collision and 
the storm caused tlie abandoning of 
the parade of cadets arranged for him, 
but the victor of Ynlu merely shrugged 
his shoulders and remarked that in 
Japan there is always a rising sun. 

Rain or shine, Gen. Kuroki was de- 
termined to sec the place where this 
country trains the future officers of her 
army, and the war department had so 
notified the commandant. The general 
and his staff left the Hotel Astor at 
S o'clock in the pouring rain and were 
taken to R. A. O. Smith's yacht, the 
Privateer. She was In Peekskill bay, 
when there -suddenly loomed up be- 
fore her what looked like a pontoon 
bridge blocking the entire channel. It 
consisted of ten brick-laden scows 
which almost spanned tho stream at 
that point. Mr, Smith, who is master 
of his own craft, gave the signal to 
reverse the engines and through a 
megaphone shouted his commands. The 
headway of the yacht was stopped in 
time and by less than thirty feet she 
missed ramming the heavily laden 
barges. 

Gen. Kuroki, who witnessed the inci- 
dent, congratulated Mr. .Smith on his 
presence of mind and calmly continued 
smoking a large cigar. The general's 
arrival ai "West, Point was tho signal 
for a piu'vian bombardment, thunder, 
lightning and rain contributing to his 
reception. The launches from the Pri- 
vateer made the dock in the storm and 
the visitors were met by Col. Hugh 
Scott, the commandant, and a party 
of officers who risked full dress to tho 
attack of the weather. 

As the head of the column reached 
the academic building, tho saluto of 
seventeen guns was commenced and It 
contiuud as the horsemen presented' 
arms. The party was then taken to 
the officers' club, whero luncheon was 
served. They entered a broad door- 
way over which was Inscribed tlio 
welcoming legend: "Banzai." 

At tho conclusion of the function, 
Col. Scott paid tribute to the distin- 
guished Japanese soldier In the words: 
"1 propose a toast to ono of the brav- 
est soldiers in the w.trld." 

To this the general replied: "I drink

Interesting Glimpse Behind 
Scenes of European 
Diplomacy 



Paris, May • 1G. — An interesting 
glimpse behind the scones of Euro- 
pean diplomacy is given in the unusu- 
ally well informed Journal de Gene- 
veuj, a paper which, to. a certain ex- 
tent, has taken the place of the de- 
funct Leinard Aaavide Mecum, of the 
continental chancellories. It will bo 
remembered that about a month ago 
the days of the newly elected RuBSlan 
douma appeared to be already num- 
bered, and tho majority of the rep- 
resentations which, came from at 
Petersburg, at one moment were that 
a decree of dissolution had actually 
been drawn up and it wanted only the 
imperial signature. According to tho 
authority mentioned, it was directly 
owing to representation made at St. 
Petersburg, at the Instance of the 
British government, that the signa- 
ture was withheld. y 

In Russia tho advantages, both poli- 
tical and financial, of a good under- 
standing with England are thoroughly 
appreciated. Russia's ally, France, is 
England's friend, and British capital 
is waiting to be Invested in the indus- 
trial development of a country which 
has been warned not to expect much 
more financial assistance from its con- 
tinental ally. 

Good progress has been made to- 
ward a satisfactory arrangement be- 
tween tho lion and tho bear, and 
Count BericUendorff, tho Russian am- 
bassador In London, expected to he 
able to bring tho negotiations to a 
close within a few months. 

.lust at this juncture tho trouble 
with the douma began and Premier 
Ktolypin got a decree of dissolution 
ready. Thereupon it was Intimated to 
Count Benckendorff that if the douma 



was dissolved the British foreign sec- 
retary would regrettfully be obliged to 
defer signing tho much-desired Anglo- 
Russian compact. 

No British cabinet whose existence 
depended on the mother of parliaments 
could afford to sign a treaty with a 
government which almost immediately 
after accepting the principle of par- 
liamentary representation should give 
the lie to Us professions and openly 
flout a system to which it had not 
given a fair trial. 

A Liberal government such as that 
of Sir Henry Campbell-Bartnerman 
could not count on tho continued sup- 
port of a majority, devotedly attached 
to the parliamentary idea. 

There are said to have been other 
reasons which had an influence in de- 
termining the fate of the douma. King 
Edward's desire for an Anglo-Kussi 
reapproachment is well known. A 
treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain would form the coping-stone 
in the diplomatic arch, which It is- said 
is his ambition to leave as a monu- 
ment of his reign. Ills premier's at- 
titude was firm — no douma, no treaty 

What is more likely, It Is suggested 
than that King Edward should have 
brought his personal influence to beat 
upon Emperor Nicholas to turn a deaf 
ear to those of his counsellors who 
were urging him to dissolve the dou- 
ma.

SNOW MELTING FAST 

Rivers Rising— Slides Causo Trouble 
on the Railway.

Shortly after the wine is 
bottled a fei mentation takes 
place, and, the grapes being 
grown on chalky soil, tho fer- 
mentation is sufficient to pro- 
duce tho effervescence in 
champagne, thereby forming a 
sediment which later on must 
be removed. After the wine 
has become ripe for consump- 
tion, G. H. Mumm & Co. have 
this done by placing the bot- 
tles in racks and shaking each 
bottle several times a day, 
turning it a little and gradual- 
ly standing It on its head so 
that all sediment formed In 
the bottle rests on tho cork. 
This operation requires from 
four to six weeks and is per- 
formed by skilled workmen 
called "Roniueurs." 

After tho sediment has set- 
tled on tho cork, the full 
bottles, head down, are car- 
ried on electric runways in 
Mumih'a cellars to the degor- 
guer, who, holding the bottle 
by the nock at a slight eleva- 
tion, removes with pincers 
tile cork, which is ejected with 
great force by the natural ef- 
fervescence of .'lie wine, car- 
rying tho sediment with it. 
Tho dosage Is then added, tho 
proportions of which depend 
entirely on the taste of tho 
market for which the wine is 
being prepared. The bottles 
are then recorkod and wired 
and arc ready to be capped 
and labelled for export.

CHLOROFORMED HIMSELF 

Method of Suicido Adopted by E. H. 
Pollexfen. 

Vancouver, May 17. — An inquest 
was held yesterday afternoon to as- 
certain the cause of death of E. H. 
Pollexfen. 

Deceased had boon in the habit of 
spending his winters In Vancouver,! 
when the mining company of Cariboo, 
with which he was employed as book- 
keeper, shut down for the season. Ho 
was In apparently good health and 
spirits a'nd told the bookkeeper at the 
Empire hotel last Sunday he had in- 
tended to spend tho clay In North Van- 
couver. No particular anxiety was 
felt until Tuesday, when the proprietor 
and the people staying at the Empire 
began to wonder what had become of 
him, and why he had not returned. 

A search party was organized yes- 
terday and he was traced to Lynn 
creek. After some searching tho body 
was found between two fallen trees 
on the beach. He was lying face 
downward on the sand, with his face 
Inside of his hat. Tlie search party 
found a large sponge, which had been 
soaked with chloroform, inside tho hat 
and showing that the deceased had 
killed himself by inhaling the fumes. 

Pollexfen was well dressed and over 
$18 were found in his pockets, along 
with several letters. He was about 50 
years old, unmarried, and a native, of 
San Erancisco. 

The jury returned a verdict of sui- 
cide.
